A PARADE TO REMEMBER 

"Do you remember that?” There are some events in our 
lives which are important to us, but to which we no longer 
have direct access. When ve see the photograph we be- 
lieve it to be true, even though seeing it does not unlock 
the door in our minds to the room where that particular 
recollection is kept. 

"I remember remembering the memory, but ! do not 
remember the event. I remember being told about what 
happened, but I do not remember what happened." 

There were two families in my home community, each 
with three boys, spaced two years. The first pair 
were born two months and a apart. Each pair became: 
progressively closer. Had there been a fourth pzir of sons, 
they would surely have been born on the same day. 

Their fathers had been lifelong friends. Before their 
fathers, on one side of the family they were cousins. The 
three pairs of boys were fourth cousins once-removed to 
be exact, which meant they shared a pair of grandparents 
in the 1700s. On the other side of their fathers’ families 
they had been friends for almost as long. As a grandmoth- 
er on the friends side put it, "We’ve been knowing each 
other a long time.” 

It was at about this time of year — when the talk is of 
parades — 36 years ago that the oldest pair of boys, of 
which I was one half, decided that our little community 
needed a parade. We prevailed upon our brothers (7 and 
5) to think likewise. 

Wanting to stage an impressive display, we assembled 
the flashiest, state-of-the-art, high technology vehicles 
available to us. There were three bicycles, two tricycles, 
and a red International pedal tractor pulling a red wagon. 
That array of machinery we decorated with ribbon, card- 
board, and crepe paper. 

We hailed our mothers, who were to be the only spec- 
tators of our festive progress. The parade route was two 
circuits of our farm lane, which seemed plenty to us. We 
squeezed our bike horns and waved as to thousands. My 
mother took pictures with her camera. Later she discov- 
ered that it was empty. Once upon a time [ thought the 
absence of film no loss. "After all," I asked, "who needs a 
picture of an event that is immortal in memory?" 

Eighteer years after writing that question, years that 
sometimes feel like as many decades, I now know who 
needs a picture of such events. I have reached the point 
where I only remember remembering the memory. 

And those six little boys, what of them? One lies in the 
graveyard. The other five ot us make our way as best we 
can. At present, we live within a mile of one another, as 
the crow flies. In various ways our lives are still bound up 
with one another. We have realized our share of dreams, 
and we have had our share of dreams shattered. And we 
go on as cousins and friends. 

Abraham Lincoln spoke of "the mystic chords of mem- 
ory." In the mind’s ear we can hear the melody, the har- 
monies, the all too frequent dissonance. 

Some people use parades for other purposes, but what 
else are they for but to sound those "mystic chords of 
memory"? The minutemen spirit of 1775 is embodied in 
the ranks of volunteer firemen who as valiantly protect 
our homes today as did the men of Concord and Lexing- 
ton then. They swell the ranks of Independence Day pa- 
rades with the same pride felt by my brothers and cousins 
in our little parade those many years ago. 

There are the reminders too of those who today defend 
our land with the weapons of war as did the Revolution- 
ary Army. Independence Day is also for honoring those 
heirs of the Declaration’s signers wio ride in the parades, 
waving and smiling no matter what the crowd says to 
them. 

Lincoln plucked "the mystic chords of memory" as the 
nation prepared for war. He spoke to northerner and 
southerner alike, bidding them to hearken together to a 
shared history as a basis for a shared future. 

"The mystic chords of memory, stretching frora every 
battlefield and patriot grave to every living heart and 
hearthstone all over this broad land, will yet swell ihe 
chorus of the Union, when again touched, as surely they 
will be, by the better angels of our nature.” 

No matter what our stage or condition of life, we have 
a common need to be drawn together again in the aspira- 
tions of childhood when every good thing seemed possible

Mom. Mom. Mom. Hey. Mom." This continues until eith- 
er Joha or I become sensible of it, like realizing there is 
a mosquito in our ear, and we suddenly explode at the of- 
fender. Then the boy gets hurt feelings, mostly I think be- 
cause he doesn’t even realize what he’s done. The "mom 
chant" is just his way of getting in line to talk, basically. 
But a nice understanding of it doesn’t do much to pre- 
clude the parental exasperation, 

The boys are learning how to use language to their ad- 
vantage, though. The other night, Alex was supposed to be 
in bed, light out. But his light was on and he was sitting 
up with a book. When I told him to get snugged up and 
go to sleep, he regarded me with adult politeness. "But 
Mom, I’m polishing my reading skills,” the 6-year-old said. 

The guys have a way of driving me crazy — what am I 
saying? They have numerous ways of driving me crazy, but 
one thing they do is preface every discussion with a series 
of statements that force me to respond. It goes like this: 
the boy says, "Hey, Mom?" and I have to say, "Yes?" and 
he says, "Guess what?" and I have to say, "What?" and 
then he says what he wants to say. Now, that doesn’t 
really seem like a problem, but when what I’d rather be 
doing is either sleeping or staring mindlessiy at the wall 
for a while, being prodded to answer questions over and 
over tends to make me fussy. It’s sort of like being 
pinched several times in the same spot. But then I have to 
remind inyself that these little boys who think I know the 
answer to absolutely everything will not think so forever. 
In fact, Robert, now 9, is already starting to question his 
father’s and my information about things. He rolls his 
eyes, just a little bit, and sighs. He has made the quiet 
statement that John and/or I are "weird sometimes.” Alex 
and Michael will follow suit, I’m sure, and at least for a 
few years will think John and I are the most ridiculous hu- 
man beings they have ever had the misfortune to know. 
Then the communication, the lively discussions, the ban- 
tering — it will slow to a stop for a while. I hope we dov'’t 
let them resort to that grunting thing that boys seem 
prone toward. "Hi, honey, how are you?" "Ulph." "How 
was school today?" "Phlagh." Boy, I really don’t look 
forward to that. 

I suppose it wil! all come out in the wash, though, when 
they reach adulthood. I like to think our communication 
skills will survive the teenage years. And then perhaps, in 
about a century, there might be a child or two toddling 
around saying, "Hey, grandma?" "Yes?" "Guess what?"

Of Joint Program 


Garrett County Light- 
house and the Garrett 
County Addiction Services 
have teamed up to provide 
two. treatment groups to 
help individuals with mental 
illness and addiction disor- 
ders. The mental health and 
addictions services are of- 
fered as part of integrated 
treatment delivery system 
that includes mental health 
services, case management, 
supportive services, and 
treatment of substance use 
disorder. 

"There is no single exact 
co-occurring disorder pro- 
gram or intervention,” said 
Les McDaniel, LCPC, of 
Garrett County Lighthouse. 
"We are here to help each 
individual find his or her 
key to recovery. 

"Traditionally, the bulk 
of addictive disorder treat- 
ment focused on abstinence 
as the single goal for indi- 
viduals; however, absolute 
lifetime abstinence for in- 
dividuals with mental illness 
and addiction disorders may 
not be a reality. A relapse- 
tolerant approach often 
helps individuals to remain 
engaged in treatment. 

The mental illness alone 
can prevent individuals 
from carrying out essential 
aspects of daily life, such as 
self-care, household man- 
agement, and interpersonal 
relationships." 

Every Wednesday morn- 
ing at Lighthouse the first 
step toward recovery begins 
with participation in a 
group process that is exclu- 
sively designed to help in- 
dividuats rethink addictive 
behavior. For individuals 
with an added hurdle of ad- 
diction disorders, the Wed- 
nesday morning group is an 
opportunity for ongoing ac- 
cess to a full range of treat- 
ment, rehabilitation, and 
supportive services that will 
help lessen the impairment 
and disruption.

Summer Girls’ 
Program Builds 
Self-Esteem 


Ihe Garrett County De 


partment of Social Services 
sponsored an intensive two 
week summer camp recently 
for 8- to 12-year-old girls 
that combined educational 
growta expenences with 
story-telling, art, self de 
fense, body awareness, and 
drumming. The pilot pro- 


gram was conceived as a 
primary prevention program 
to promote a positive self- 
image for young women 
and encourage their 
strengths and talents. "The 
girls noted that they felt 
like they had grown ia posi- 
tive ways because of their 
experiences [during the 
camp},” said ram coor- 
dinator Syivia Vaught, a 
DSS psychotherapist and 
trauma specialist. 

Vaught led the program, 
along with student assistants 
Crystal Cone and Suzette 
Ketner. DSS’s Rick Kutch- 


man presented daily self-de- 
fense lessons and _ led 
rhythm lessons for the 


drumming. sessions. Suzie 
Steiding, who brought her 
pet therapy dogs, facilitated 
a discussion on the mutual 
benefits of taking care of a 
pet, and the trauma that 
can result from animal 
cruelty. Transportation was 
provided by Geri Ford and 
Shawn Durst, who drove 
department vehicles. 

DSS supported and en- 
couraged the development 
of this pilot venture under 
the leadership of depart- 
ment director Henry Brown, 
DSW. Funding was provid- 
ed by VOCA federal funds. 
Garrett County Partnership 
for Children and Families 
funding provided the sti- 
pend for the student assis- 
tants. Pam Nelson of Com- 
munity Action provided 
space for the group at the 
Early Head Start Center lo- 
cated along Liberty Street 
in Oakiand. 

The iast 2% days of the 
program were spent in the 
Juvenile Justice Reflections 
Program, facilitated by Tim 
Murphy and his staff. The 
girls’ group also camped out 
at Big Run primitive camp- 
ing area for two nights, 
where they took part in 
swimming, campfire activi- 
ties, and cooking their own 
food. 


The program concluded 
with the Ropes Course, 
which "challenged everyone 
as it increased self-confi- 
dence while strengthening 
the ability to work together 
as a group,” stated Vaught.

rHE SUN In early Jul the sun shines for 15.0 
hours each day. By July’s end t sunlight amount has 
dropped by 45 minutes. During ‘Tub int advance 
to 6:15 a.m Sunsets fall back from 8:5 to 8:33 
p.m. Throughout July, the sun’s peak height drops from’73 
to 68 degrees. The earliest time to see the evening planets 


and brightest stars in July stays at about 9:40 p.m. On July 
4, the Earth is farthest from the sun for the year at a dis 
tance of 94.5 million miles. July’s warmth is due to our 
part of the world being tipped toward the sun; the sunts 
rays are concentrated compared to the sun’s rays in win- 
ter, which are spread over a much larger area. 


THE MOON — The moon is full on July 5, but it looks 
full at the time of the July 4th fireworks. By june 13 the 
moon will have shrunk to half full in the southern dawh. 
July 17 will see the crescent moon near the brilliant ae 
Venus in the eastern dawn. The next morning is your 
chance to see the moon, appearing as a razor sharp sliver 
below ana to the left of Venus. The moon reappears tov 
in the westera dusk on July 22. By July 27 the moon will 
have grown to half full in the southern evening sky. Th’ 
moon shape, resembling a letter "D," offers the best views 
of the moon’s craters and mountai:s with binoculars’ ‘or 
telescope. 


THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Our five nearest planeta : 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine more stead. 
ly than the twinkling night stars. But if a planet appears 
very close to the horizon or if it’s windy, even the planet's 
light may flicker. In July the planet Mars will be at its best 
through the evening hours — both in terms of casy visi- 
bility and brightness. Venus is brilliant in the eastern dawn 
in July, rising more than 2.5 hours before sunrise. In mid 
July, Saturn appears near Venus. Below and to the left\of 
Venus-Saturn is the bright planet Jupiter. In mid July 
Mercury appears near Jupiter low in the eastern dawn. 


JULY’S BEST SIGHTS — Now thai the winter evening 
stars have set, the spring evening groups are slowly ap- 
proaching the western horizon. The Big Dipper’s handle 
curves outward to the bright golden star Arcturus, now 
high in the west. The eastern sky ie dominated by the 
white-blue star Vega. On moonless nights, the Milky Way 
can be seen underneath Vega. 

The most spectacular sight this month will be a line-up 
of the crescent moon, Venus, and Saturn in the eastern 
dawn on Tuesday, July 17. Look at about 5 a.m.

do they begin to have And, following 
that, to what extent do we owe them respect as sentient 
beings? Can they feel? Can they love? Can they dream? 
The issue has been addressed on TV shows like Star Trek 
(Cmdr. Data went through it many times), and also in 
movies like 1999's Bicentennial Man and Stanley Kubrick’s 
classic 2001 :A Space Odyssey. Now, inthe real year 2001, 
another Kubrick story, A.J., reaches the screens and 
offers a beautiful, thought-provoking, and altogether 
unsettling view of the subject. 
Directed by Steven Speilberg (his first feature film in 
3 years, since 1998’s Oscar-winning Saving Private Ryan), 
the movie arises from a concept developed by the late 
Writer/director Kubrick, who apparently spoke at length 
about the project with Speilberg before his death in 1999. 
Based on the 1969 short story Super-Toys Last All 
Summer Long by Brian Aldiss, and adapted for the screen 
by Spielberg and Ian Watson, the film is at once emotion- 
ally cold and deeply touching, provoking questions upon 
questions upon questions about the future of our global 
population and its cybernetic progeny. The subject mat- 
ter may be as old as science fiction itself, but the product 
is as thoroughly engrossing a conversation piece as any 
of Spielberg’s recent films, offering 13-year-old actor 
Haley Joel Osment a long-awaited opportunity to shake 
his oft-mentioned association with The Sixth Sense. 
From now on, Osment will be "the kid from A.J." 
Osment plays David, the prototype model of a new 
type of "mecha" (short for mechanical) being developed by 
Prof. Hobby (William Hurt), the C.E.0 ofthe Cybertronics 
company of the distant future. After supplying the hu- 
man population for years with helpful but unfeeling 
android assistants, Hobby dreams ofa product equipped 
with something no other mecha has ever had: the ability 
to love. Unfortunately, David's introduction into a family 
environment proves abortive, as his interpretation of the 
phrase "I love you, Mommy’ is identical to his reading of 
"I see dead people.” But since his mother (Frances 
O’Connor) can’t bring herself to destroy him, he is simply 
sent off into the world to make his own way. Familiar 
with the story of Pinocchio, he is convinced that if he can 
find the blue fairy, she will turn him into a real boy and 
he will finally win his mother’s love. You see, the trouble 
with an android programmed to be forever 8 years old is 
that although he can remember stuff that happened to 
him 500 years ago, he can’t grasp the notion that blue 
fairies don’t exist. I hed an uncle like that. 

Along his multi-millennial quest, accompanied by his 
trusty cyber Teddy bear (voice of Jack Angel), David 
meets a mecha gigolo named Joe (Jude Law), consults a 
possibie descendant of the Internet (voice of Robin Will- 
lams), and witnesses some of the inevitable repercussions 
of a society where androids become as populous as 
humans in an overcrowded and emotionally sterile world. 

In Spieiberg’s nearly 24-hour visualization of 
Kubrick’s idea, we are treated to some amazing sights 
and concepts, all of them intriguing and most extremely 
creepy. Despite its PG-13 rating and the presence of 
Osment in the leading role, this isn’t by any means a "kid 
movie.” In a strange mix of innocence and sinister 
surrealism, one sees shades of Pinocchio, Schindler’s 
List, The Wizard Of Oz, and every Kubrick movie ever 
made. Osment’s transformation from borg to boy is 
fascinating; it is unclear whether his lack of warmth 
despite the presence of tears and other outward emo- 
tional appearances is by design or simply a lucky accident. 
Frankly, I never thought he seemed much like a "real 
boy” in The Sixth Sense or Pay It Forward, either. Law 
is as well-groomed and unemotional as any flesh-and- 
blood gigolo would be; his ability to change hair color and 
accent is even more impressive. Finally, O’Connor’s 
characterization of David’s emotionally confused mother 
is either overcomplicated or undernourished. Perhaps 
she felt the ghostly hand of Kubrick on her shoulder, 
urging her to be cold and impersonal; perhaps Speilberg 
felt that hand. Coldness and impersonality pervade this 
movie throughout; maybe it’s the natural result of 
humans imagining a post-human society. Whatever the 
reason, A.J. is an apt tribute to Kubrick, blending a 
fascinating subject with unsettling imagery. ****%

Although the tagline for Keenen Ivory Wayans’s 
2000 horror spoof Scary Movie was "No mercy - Noshame 
~No sequel,’ that film’s considerable profits (which more 
than doubled its expeditures in its opening weekend last 
July and continued in force through November) have 
necessitated the inevitable result: Scary Movie 2, whose 
tagline is ‘We lied." Containing much of the same type of 
foolishness present in its predecessor, SM2 re-convenes 
some the previous film’s creative team (the Wayans 
brothers plus sorne other writers) and some of its cast 
(the characiers who lived through the first film), again 
providing spoof scenes of the most memorable horror/ 
thriller films that have occurred in the past year, like 
What Lies Beneath, Hannibal, Charlie’s Angels, and even 
The Exorcist, following that 1973 film’s 2000 re-release.

While staying at 
the creepy mansion, Cindy discovers that she bears a 
remarkable resemblance to the house’s former matron, 
who killed her husband and his mistress in ajealous rage. 

It soon becomes clear that the husband’s ghost still 
inhabits the place, and upon seeing Cindy, decides to take 
revenge. (Spelling’s character, Alex, who resembles the 
ghost’s sexy mistress, gets a different treatment.) Mean- 
while, the house is also apparently haunted.by a girl who 
at one time spun her head around, spoke with the voice 
of the devil, and spat pea soup, as evidenced by a long 
Exorcist spoof (starring James Woods as the lustful title 
character and Natasha Lyonne as the possessed girl) at 
the film’s start. 

The best thing one can say about this movie is that 
it provides reasonably serviceable entertainment for its 
18-to-25-year-old market audience. Basically just a bunch 
of silly spoof scenes cobbled together around a thin 
premise, it allows the Wayans brothers to have fun in the 
way agroup ofkids might have fun with a video camcorder, 
except with a multi-million-dollar budget. It doesn’t 
represent great vision on the part of its writers or its 
director, nor does it contain the kind of biting satire one 
finds in more intelligent comedies. It simply represents 
a rather sophomoric but lighthearted view of the latest 
horror movies, and a mercenary viewpoint on how to 
make money from them. ***%

Bernice knew Carol

the national 4-H magazine. 
Carol reminded her of that, 
and when she applied for 
the job (after being nearly 
dragged into the interview 
by Craig and Carol), she 
brought her scrapbook of 
writings with her. 

"I knew she didn’t have a 
whole lot of writing experi- 
ence, but I also knew that 
her kids were highly suc- 
cessful in school and that 
she was a hard worker," 
said Don Sincell, editor of 
The Republican.

Dry Weather 
Promotes Work 
In The Field 


With the dry conditions 
through Friday and showers 

the week’s end, Mary- 
land farmers had an aver- 
age of 6.3 days suitable for 
field work such as cutting 
hay and harvesting winter 
wheat. While the rains 
came in a timely fashion, 
more moisture is needed to 
curb the effects of the 90- 
degree days. 

Corn is progressing with 
9 percent of the crop silked, 
5 percent ahead of last 
year, and 2 percent ahead 
of the five-year average. 
However, the lack of mois- 
ture is causing the corn to 
curl in some areas. Never- 
theless, corn is rated 11 
percent in excellent condi- 
tion, 55 percent good, 27 
percent fair, 5 percent poor, 
and 2 percent very poor. 

The dry conditions accel- 
erated soybean planting, 
with 81 percent planted, 5 
percent ahead of last year, 
and 4 percent ahead of av- 
erage. Moisture is also 
needed to germinate the 
double cropped soybeans 
following small grains. 

The weather last week 
was ideal for cuiting hay. 
Alfalfa hay second cutting, 
although running one per- 
cent behind average, pro- 
gressed from 29 percent the 
previous week to 42 percent 
last week. The third cutting 
of alfalfa is 15 percent har- 
vested, 12 percent ahead of 
schedule. All other hay sec- 
ond cutting is 30 percent 
harvested, which is 5 per- 
cént ahead of the average. 

Scattered showers at- 
tempted to offset the im- 
pact of arid conditions, but 
soil moisture surpluses were 
depleted in many areas. 
Topsoil moisture was rated 
1 percent very short, 21 per- 
cent short, 76 percent ade- 
quate, and 2 percent sur- 
plus, while subsoil moisture 
was 9 percent short, 90 per- 
cent adequate, and | per- 
cent surplus 

Precipitation in Garrett 
County for the month of 
Jane measured 5.5 inches, 
which is 1.7 inches above 
normal.

Over the first several 


months of her new job, Ber- 
nice became more com- 
fortable with writing and 
covered a number of beats 
(regular issues/items). The 
only farm-related one was 
the conservation service 
news, but farm questions in 
the news room were regu- 
larly passed on to her since 
she had been reared on a 
farm and lived on one here 
in Garrett County. When 
she began writing features, 
they were almost always 
about farming. The paper at 
that time had a regular 
column titled "Farming in 
Maryland,” and _Sincell 
often grouped farm news 
items together on the same 
page. There was no official 
farm section, however. 
Some time in that first 
year, Bernice suggested that 
she become the farm editor 
to manage the numerous 
farming articles and stories, 
and to add a Garrett Coun- 
ty flavor to it. Sincell was 
hesitant, she said, because 
he wasn’t sure very many 
farmers were interested in 
reading The Republican. In 
the fall of 1985, the editor 
went to the Farm Bureau 
Banquet at the Grantsville 


fire hall. Over 300 people 
were in attendance that 
year, Bernice said, and a 
bureau representative from 
downstate made mention of 
the newspaper. It became 
apparent that the local 
newspaper was indeed im- 
portant to the many farm- 
ing families in the county. 

"We also found out that 
Frederick County was the 
only county in Maryland 
where the local newspaper 
had a farm section,” Bernice 
said. "I thought, ‘We can do 
that, too.”” So the farm sec- 
tion of The Republican was 
launched in the avtumn of 
1985. It became a popular 
part of the paper, some- 
times controversial, some- 
times poignant, presenting 
both the triumph and the 
plight of the American/- 
Garrett County farmer. 

Getting to know the 
people she interviewed over 
the years was her favorite 
aspect of the job, Bernice 
said. "I got to do stories on 
things that don’t exist any- 
more, like the Tableland 
Dairy. And I got to know so 
many great people of all 
walks of life."

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COMPLAINING WASN'T HER STYLE — ~ Although nearly 
completely confined to a wheelchair for the last three 
years of her tenure at The Republican newspaper, Bernice 
Kepple, former farm editor, scarcely complained about her 
physicai challenges. She adapted quickly to wheeling 
around the office, so much so that co-workers forgot she 
was any different from anyone else. Now she will ombark 
on a new adventure away from the paper, with the next 
turn In her life most likely bringing her to a new and in- 
teresting place, where she will once again dig in and make 


thinge work 


Her job sent her in unex- 
pected directions. While in- 
terviewing Paul Petersheim 
about his changing perspec- 
tive on dairy farming, she 
and her husband agreed to 
buy his herd. So in 1986, 
the Kepples became a dairy 
family, milking about 14 of 
the 40 jerseys every day. 

"I'd milk in the morning, 
go to work all day, and then 
milk in the evening," she 
said. 

Bernice continued to ex- 
plore the craft of writing, 
creating opinion columns 
and essays. She decided she 
would like to write some 
stories about her grandpar- 
ents and other ancestors for 
her three children, Cristine, 
Mike, and Tim. This plan, 
in time, came to fruition in 
the form of a published 
book, Treasured Memories of 
My Grandma, copyright 
1995. 

"I would have never ac- 
complished that had I not 
worked at the paper," she 
said. The book remains 
available at Proudfoot’s and 
Gregg’s pharmacies, or 
from Bernice. 

But before the book was 
published, Bernice faced 
the toughest chalienge of 
her life. In late 1988, she 
began feeling inexplicably 
fatigued. Her coordination 
seemed off and her strength 
evaporated. She came to 
the conclusion that sitting 
in front of a computer all 
day was not good for her, 
and opted to leave the pa- 
per in January of 1989. She 
would work full time on the 
dairy farm. The editor pre- 
sented an idea to her, how- 
ever, suggesting that she 
take an office computer 
home with her and do the 
farm pages from there. That 
plan worked out, and she 
effectively continued on as 
farm editor from home. 

However, her fatigue 
continued. In December of 
that year, after months of 
testing, she was finally di- 
agnosed with multiple scle- 
rosis. The news was, of 
course, devastating to a 
busy farm wife and mother 
who also managed to edit a 
newspaper section every 
week. She stopped milking 
because of the physical lim- 
itations, and her busy life 
suddenly slowed to a snail's 
pace. Bernice felt lost for a 
while, but soon decided that 
working was the best reme-

dy. She came back to the 
newspaper in the spring of 
1991, still editing the farm 
news, but also filling a po- 
sition in the advertising 
department, the only open- 
ing available at that time. 

"I enjoyed working in a 
different capacity," she said. 
"I learned how the whole 
thing comes together, and 
that was valuable." 

Bernice explored new 
ground through the adver- 
tising job, and in the early 
1990s headed up the publi- 
cation of a special supple- 
ment, Forever Farming, 
which proved to be a source 
of pride for her. All the 
while she has dealt with the 
debilitating effects of MS. 
She had to work to make 
her legs move in the direc- 
tion she wanted them to go. 
The situation was worsened 
by the fact that the strength 
in her legs dissipated along 
with her control of them. 

"First I walked by hold- 
ing on to things, and people 
looked at me like I was 
drunk. or something," she 
said. "And then I used a 
cane for a while." Three 
years ago, she began using a 
wheelchair most of the 
time. "There’s a whole lot 
of frustration involved, but 
you have to just try to deal 
with it," Bernice said. The 
most trying time is spring, a 
period she has always asso- 
ciated with getting out and 
digging the dirt to initiate 
the growing season. 

"It's definitely my worst 
time, so I let myself feel 
bad for a day or two. Then 
I just get it behind me and 


move on," she said. 
Another blow to. the 
Kepple family came in 


1995, when they faced the 
fact that the dairy had be- 
come a burden, a sad situa- 
tion met by many area 
farmers. "Milk prices 
dropped and feed prices 
went up,” Bernice said. 
Howard had ongoing back 
troubles, having been oper- 
ated on in 1991, and Ber- 
nice’s physical challenges 
kept her from helping much 
at all. Mike, the couple’s 
younger son, was running 
the dairy almost by himself. 
They made the difficult de- 
cision to sell the herd in 
1996,

Lightning Safety Guidelines 

The National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
publishes a list of safe practices to reduce the risk of harm 
from lightning. Among the suggestions are: 

* Large enclosed structures (substantially constructed 
buildings) tend to be much safer than smaller or open 
structures. 

- In general, fully enclosed metal vehicles such as cars, 
trucks, buses, vans, fully enclosed farm vehicles, etc., with 
the windows rolled up provide good shelter from light- 
ning. Avoid contact with metal or conducting surfaces 
outside or inside the vehicle. 

* AVOID being in or near high places and open fields, 
isolated trees, unprotected gazebos, rain or picnic shelters, 
baseball dugouts, communication towers, flagpoles, light 
poles, bleachers (metal or wood), metal fences, convert- 
ibles, golf carts, water (ocean, lakes, swimming pools, 
rivers, etc.). 

- When inside a building AVOID use of the telephone, 
timing a shower, washing your hands, doing dishes, or any 
cOntact with conductive surfaces with exposure to the 
ostside such as metal door or window frames, electrical 
wiring, telephone wiring, cable TV wiring, plumbing, etc.

Funding In 


Place For 


Farm Billi — For Now 


With a total of $173.7 
billion earmarked for agri- 
culture funding for the next 
10 years ($94.7 billion from 
the original budget baseline 
and an additional $79 bil- 
lion in the fiscal 2002 bud- 
get resolution), lawmakers 
are now poised to begin 
work in earnest on the next 
farm biil. However, the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation reports that the 
two sides of Capitol Hill are 
on different timetables for 
completing the legislation. 

The next farm bill will 
replace the 1996 Federal 
Agricultural Improvement 
and Reform (FAIR) Act 
when it expires in 2002. ‘The 
FAIR act and a number of 
its provisions, including in- 
creased planting flexibility 
and decreased government 
intervention, was a signifi- 
cant departure from previ- 
ous policy. 

On the House side, Rep. 
Larry Combest (R-Texas), 
chairman of the House Ag- 
riculture Committee, has set 
up a time line for working 
on the farm bill, explained 
Tim Cansler, an American 
Farm Bureau Federation di- 
rector of congressional re- 
lations. 

"We are anticipating 
Chairman Combest releas- 
ing a draft of the bill 
around the first week of 
July," Cansler said. "We'll 
have two weeks to look at 
the draft. Toward the end 
of July, we will go back to 


the Hill and discuss what 
we likeyin the draft and 
what we don’t like." 

Cansler said that while 
Combest will try to com- 
plete as many sections, or 
titles, of the farm bill as 
possible before he offers his 
draft, it will likely empha- 
size commodity and conser- 
vation programs.

"Those are the sections 
that require the most signif- 
icant funding levels," Cans- 
ler said. 

Combest said he wants to 
finalize the bill in the com- 
mittee before Congress 
begins its summer recess on 
Aug. 3. He wants the bill 
ready for consideration by 
the entire House when 
lawmakers return in Sep- 
tember. 

On the Senate side, Sen. 
Tom Harkin (D-Iowa) 
recently took the reins at 
the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. Although he 
has criticized the 1996 farm 
bill and prefers his own 
Conservation Security Act 
as a central element of the 
next major farm measure, 
Harkin is not approaching 
the farm bill under an expe- 
dited time frame like his 
House counterpart. 

"Chairman Harkin and 
Sen. Lugar (R-Ind.), Hark- 
in’s predecessor before the 
Senate power switch, both 
said they want to wait until 
next year to complete the 
bill," Cansler said. 

Cansler predicted that 
the past four years of low 
commodity prices and sig- 
nificant emergency assis- 
tance from the government 
will compel lawmakers to 
develop policy containing a 
"better safety net and more 
predictability.” 

The Congressional Bud- 
get Office’s most recent 
estimate of the fiscal 2002 
budget baseline could pro- 
pel farm bill discussions 
forward, according to Cans- 
ler. CBO’s May baseline re- 
duces the overall surplus by 
$9 billion. In completing the 
fiscal 2002 budget, Congress 
used CBO’s January budget 
baseline, which essentially 
showed a nearly $12 billion 
non-Medicare, non-Social 
Security surplus. With the 
agency’s revised figures, the 
budget cushion is effectively 
reduced to about $3 billion. 

The $168.2 billion Con- 
gress allocated for a new 
farm program over the next 
10 years is a promising 
amount and one that farm- 
ers and ranchers are grate- 
ful for," Cansler said. "But 
if budget surplus forecasts 
continue to decline, that 
funding could be in jeopar- 
dy. Lawmakers should care- 
fully calculate risks involved 
in securing new policy at 
current funding levels pro- 
vided by the budget resolu- 
tion.”

July 15, with a 3 p.m. art- 
ist’s reception, and will be 
open at no charge Wednes- 
days through Sundays from 
noon to 7 p.m., or by ap- 
pointment until Aug. 31. 
Wentzel will discuss his 
work as a National Geo- 
graphic photographer at a 
gallery talk scheduled for 3 
p.m. Saturday, Aug. 4. 

The Aurora display fea- 
tures images Wentzel has 
collected over the course of 
his life in the town. "Look- 
ing at these photographs 
one sees our residents, our 
land, and our work, cap- 
tured by Volkmar Wentzel 
and imbued with a sensitivi- 
ty that comes only to one 
who is intrinsically connect- 
ed to and truly loves this 
Appalachian region," com- 
mented a spokesperson for 
the Aurora Area Historical 
Society. 

Born in Dresden, Ger- 
many, Wentzel immigrated 
to the United States as a 
child and eventually moved 
from Washington, D.C., to 
Aurora to “wait out" the 
Depression. Wentzel said 
he was “buoyed by the cam- 
araderie of the Youghio- 
gheny Forest artists’ colony 
and the fellowship" he 
found in the area. Intro- 
duced to photography by 
his father, a respected pho- 
tographer in his own right, 
Wenzel began his lifelong 
documentation of the com- 
munity while he was a stu- 
dent at Aurora’ High 
School. He used an old 
pump house as a darkroom 
and exchanged his photo- 
graphs for farm produce. 

Spurred by Eleanor 
Roosevelt's purchase of 
some of his photographs, 
Wentzel was determined to 
pursue his love of photogra- 
phy and moved back to 
Washington in 1935. Within 
two years he was working 
for the National Geograph- 
ic Society, where his early 
work included a documen- 
tary on West Virginia’s in- 
dustries. He joined the 
Army Air Corps in 1941, 
where he interpreted photo- 
graphs and helped develop 
an aerial charting system. 

After the war Wentzel 
returned to the National 
Geographic Society. His as- 
signments included an ex- 
tended stay in India, where 
he documented the re- 
emergence of that country 
as a free nation; the first 
photographic and film im- 
ages of Nepal; and photos 
of Mount Everest. This 
work was followed by a ser- 
ies of unique images of 
now-vanished tribal cultures 
in Africa. 

Wentzel’s photographs 
have been reproduced in 
numerous issues of National 
Geographic and exhibited in 
galleries and museums 
worldwide, including the 
Metropolitan ‘Museum of 
Art, the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, the Corcoran Art 
Gailery, and the Royal Pho- 
tographic Society of Lon- 
don. He has also received 
honors for his photography 
from Austria and Portugal. 

Now in his mid 80s, 
Wentzel has recently pub- 
lished two portfolios of 
work, “Harper's Ferry, 
W.Va." and the "Americana 
Series," using a sophisticat- 
ed digital process. These 
large black and white “Iris” 
prints have been shown by 
the National Park Service at 
the Rock Creek Gallery in 
Washington, and as part of 
a larger exhibition of his 
African photographs pre- 
sented last spring at the 
Cultural Center in Charles- 
ton, W.Va. The June 2001 
issue of West Virginia maga 
zine features a story about 
Wentzel’s life as a photog 
rapher

High Pointers From Across Nation 
Coming To Garrett For Convention 


The annual convention 
of the National High- 
pointers Club will take 


place in Garrett County, 
and a record number of 
members are slated to at- 
tend, according to Lillian 
and Gene Elliott, organizers 
of the event. The members’ 
main goal is to hike to the 
highest geological point of 
every state, and Maryland’s 
happens to be on Backbone 
Mountain in Garrett Coun- 
ty. 

Lillian Elliot reported 
this week that so far, about 
260 people have officially 
signed up for the three-day 
conference, but she expects 
several more. The majority 
of the high-pointers are 
coming from the West, she 
reported. The Elliotts have 
been working to promote 
Maryland’s high point for 
several years, and were 
pleased two years ago to 
win the bid for this year’s 
convention. 

The convention will 
begin on Thursday, July 26, 
with a reception at the 
Pleasant Valley Community 
Center. An evening picnic is 
slated the following day and 
a picnic the next day at 
Herrington Manor State 


Park. The main ‘event will 
take place on Saturday, July 
28, which will start with a 7 
a.m. pancake breakfast at 
Herrington Manor, followed 


by a group hike to the 
Backbone site. The event 
will close with a banquet at 
the Wisp Resort. 

High-pointers, also 
known as "peak baggers," 
keep track of the high 
points they have reached 
across the country. For 
many members of the club, 
this will be the first time 
they will trek to Maryland’s 
apex. The Backbone Moun- 
tain hike is ranked the 22nd 
most difficult of the 50 
states. At 3,360 feet, it is 
32nd in height. 

Because the trailhead 
area has limited parking, 
the Elliotts have arranged 
for parking at a nearby fire 
station, located just past the 
hike entrance along Rt. 219. 
Persons may leave their cars 
in the fire station lot for $1, 
and then ride a shuttle to 
the base of the mountain. 
The Elliotts are expecting 
at least 300 people to take 
part in the climb. 

Lillian reported _ this 
week that local businesses 
and individuals have been 
very supportive of the 
event. 

"Everywhere I go, busi- 
ness people give me mer- 
chandise for door prizes, 
gifts for our goody bags, or 
other donations," she said.

Local Mental Health Providers 
Voice Concern About CSA Plan 


Several representatives of 
local mental health workers 
met with the Garrett Coun- 
ty commissioners this week 
to voice concerns about a 
plan of the Mountaintop 
Mental Health Associates 
(MMHA, the local Core 
Services Agency) to bring a 
mental health specialist 
from Washington County 
into the county. The spe- 
cialist, Mark Lannon, is 
apparently slated to offer 
an adventure sports type of 
program in the fall for at- 
risk middle school students. 

According to the mental 
health workers, including 
CSA executive director 
Trish Yoder, there has been 
a long-time gap in services 
for children with mental 
illnesses in the county. All 
at the meeting Tuesday ap- 
peared to agree that the 
topic has been discussed for 
years, but services continue 
to be lacking. Yoder and 
the MMHA_ board are 
charged with, among other 
duties, the task, of filling 
gaps in mental health ser- 
vices in the county. In an 
effort to meet the needs of 
middle schoo] children, the 
idea of the adventure sports 
program was formulated 
last December. 


sate 


Yoder sent an initial let- 
ter to providers in the coun- 
ty, which include the Gar- 
rett County Health Depart- 
ment and Lighthouse. The 
idea was apparently too 
sketchy at that time, and 
the providers asked for a 
more detailed plan. Yodet 
said she and the board then 
developed an RFP (request 
for propos2!s) on the sports 
idea, and this, too, was sent 
out to the providers. 

According to Roberta 
Andersen, a member of the 
Lighthouse board, the idea 
was not seen as a favorable 
one by mental health pro- 
fessionals. "It’s not a good 
idea, in our opinion, to 
send sometimes hyperactive 
children, drop-outs, and 
other at-risk kids to do 
adventure sports. We did 
not like the whole idea." 

The RFPs went unan- 
swered, Yoder said, so she 
and the board began seek- 
ing outside help.: They 
located Lannon, who is the 
director of the Washington 
Mental Health Center. In 
the meantime, a “transi- 
tional age youth," or TAY, 
grant given to Lighthouse 
by the MMHA was re-

Environmentai Heaith 
Services of the Garrett 
County Health Department 
recently reported the sec- 
ond and third cases of 
rabies in the county for the 
year 2001. In both cases, 
the raccoons involved were 
sent to the Maryland De- 
partment of Health & Men- 
tal Hygiene Rabies Labora- 
tory in Baltimore. On June 
26, the laboratory reported 
that both raccoons were 
confirmed to have the ra- 
bies virus. 

In the first incident a 
raccoon entered a property 
in the Friendsville area and 
fought with a dog on the 
property.. The owner, of the 
dog euthanized the raccoon. 
The dog involved was cur- 
rently vaccinated against 
rabies, and was given a 
rabies booster and will be 
closely observed for 45 
days. There was no human 
exposure in this case. 

The second incident in- 
volved a raccocn that came 
out of a pile of lumber on a

CRP identifies highly erodible land and fields adjoining 
streams or with hydric soils, and offers the farmer a good 
rent not to farm those fields. The contract is long-term, 
either 10 or 15 years. The farmer must also plant trees or 
establish grasses on that land, but those practices too are 
subsidized. 

During the early years the tree plantings must be 
mowed. The ds must be mowed throughout the 
contract, but only once each year. The grasses are estab- 
lished in order to provide wildlife cover. 

Our family is at the beginning of our second CRP con- 
tvact. Back in 1989 we took 22 acres out of production al- 
together, half for trees and half for grass. Three years ago 
when we renewed the contract we converted about two ac- 
res of grassed stream buffer to trees. 

The goal of providing habitat to wildlife has been 
achieved. Rabbits are abundant. There is a variety of 
songbirds, though not nearly as many gamebirds as I 
should like. There are hawks and owls on this piace. 
Where they fly, there is everything else below. 

I scared a fawn, complete with its camouflage of spots. 
Later in the day when the cousin who leases the arable 
land cut alfalfa, I saw the fawn scared out of hiding again. 
That second time the mother was with her, leading the 
way over the knoll. 

There was much else to see and smell. The honeysuckle 
was fading. Raspberries were ripening. The silky or grey 
dogwoods (I can’t distinguish them) were in full bloom 
with umbellate flower ciusters. The sycamores are begin- 
ning to overtop the surrounding shrubbery. Ia a few more 
years they will tower above all the other trees and shrubs 
in that stream buffer, silver-grey sentinels to the exchange 
of naiure below. 

The lovely and pleasing have their place and the place 
of preference, but they are not without competition. There 
are also those illustrations of original sin in the plant 
world: thistles, vines, and multi-flora rose. They too play 
their part in providing food and cover to wildlife. A bird 
or rabbit does well to take cover in the layers of thorns 
with which the multi-flora rose faces the world. 

The law calls them noxious weeds, and forbids them. I 
know of no farmer (no, nor any public roads commission 
either), no matter how diligent, who is winning the war 
against multi-flora rose. It is a plant which seems to have 
a will. As one passes near it, the plant reaches out its 
thorny tentacles to embrace the passerby. They suggest 
Isaiah’s vision of God’s judgment: thistles and thorns cov- 
ering ‘he earth. 

The work, once done, gives satisfaction. Yes, there is 
more to do. There always is. Wisdom is rejoicing for a 
time in the work completed. I surveyed those acres on ei- 
ther side of the stream. This year the mowing was finished 
before the thistles went to seed, itself an accomplishment. 


This year the mowing was complete without having to call 
the tractor repair man, another accomplishment. 

The walnut planting of three years ago is overtopping 
the grass. The wetland plantings are mixed in their suc- 
cess. I have learned that the American cherry does not 
work so well in such a setting. Those dogwoods, however, 
love having their feet wet, and flourish. 

Though there are battles to be fought every year, like 
the chemical warfare necessary against multi-flora rose, | 
take pleasure surveying the hollow below my house. I re- 
member the devastation wreaked upon this farm by Agnes 
nearly 30 years ago. I remember when I had never seen a 
hawk. I remember when every serious rain carried much 
of the fields into the stream. 

Those days are gone. With reasonable care, they are 
gone never to come again. There are plenty of messes that 
government can be faulted for, but there are successes 
too. The old Soil Conservation Service, now called "Na- 
tural Resources Conservation Service," has rendered val- 
iant service not only in protecting our natural resources, 
but also in restoring them. 

That is a success I see every time I do my CRP mow- 
ing. Part of my pleasure arises from the gratitude I feel 
for the many dedicated civil servants who have helped my 
family make conservation work on this farm and on tens

their human companions. Director Guterman, in hi 
feature film debut, uses a coqjabination of trained ani 
mals, glaringly obvious animatronics, and the no-longer 


novel novelty of computerized lip movements to present 
a story in which back yard beasties use state-of-the-art 
spy technology and organizational skills much more 
sophisticated than we humans would ever suspect to gain 
control of an anti-dog-allergy formula. It includes the 
vcices of many high-powered celebrities such as Tobey 
Maguire, Alec Baldwin, Susan Sarandon, and Jon Lovitz, 


= the on-screen presence of Jeff Goldblum, Flizabeth 


erkins, and Alexander Pollock, but still can’t pull off 
more than an occasionai chuck!e for anyone over 12. 

If you're a “cat person,” this film may not be for you, 
because the cats are definitely the villains. In a routinely 
whimsical scenario, young beagle pup Lou (voiced by 
Maguire) is purchased by Mrs. Brody (Perkins) when the 
previous family dog is kidnapped by a bunch of rogue cats. 
Although Lou just wants to piay ball with his new owner, 
Scott (Pollock), he is hastily inducted into the national 
spy dog agency bv neighborhood canine spy leader and 
hardened veteran Butch (Baldwin), who lets him know 
the gravity of the situation. It seems that Scott’s absent- 
minded-professor dad (Goldblum) is working in his 
basement laboratory ona secret formula that would cure 
the human population of all dog allergies. The cat leader, 
a megalomaniacal white longhair named Mr. Tinkles 
(Sean Hayes, Will & Grace), knows this will give dogs an 
unfair advantage in the pet department, so he and his 
bumbling assistant Calico (Lovitz) enact a fiendish plot to 
break into the lab, steal the formula, and reverse it, 
making everyone allergic to dogs. But Butch has a crack 
¢taff and the latest technology on his side. Assisting him 
are Peek (Joe Pantoliano), a surveillance specialist with 
an impressive array of computers; Sam (The Green Mile’s 
Michael Clarke Duncan), asheepdog who tries to keep an 
éye on things despite the shaggy hair blocking his view, 
and asmartand sultry Collie (Sarandon), who apparently 
has a romantic past with Butch. 

I wish I could say this film was more engaging. The 
story, penned by newcomers John Requa and Glenn 
Ficarra, is suitable fare for its primary purpose of making 
children laugh, but the script lacks any significant attrac- 
tion for adults, and most of the cast members appear 
mainly to be putting in time. Maguire offers adequate 
puppy-esque energy as Lou, and Baldwin and Sarandon 
have enough experience to at least sound interested, but 
for the most part, the actors in this film are being paid for 
alicwing their names to be attached to the project, not for 
any outstanding character work. Meanwhile, we have 
the coinputer-generated moving-dog-lips effect that 
thrilled us all when it first appeared in"Babe, but which 
has become so common (and so sloppy) it is beginning to 
wear out its welcome. Nifty effects are fine, but once they 
become an everyday occurrence, it’s aecessary to sup- 
port them with more substantive written material than 
what is presented here. Guterman and the fine folks at 
Warner Bros. probably know that, but they also know 
they can count on the innocence of children to excuse a 
multitude of sins. The only trouble is, some poor sucker 
has to drive the little darlings to the theater. ***

he local weather forecast on Saturday was for wind 10 
to 15 knots out of the southwest. It never got up to 10 
knots, and sometimes it blew from the south and some- 
times from the west. A few times it blew from the north. 
I guess that on the average they were close, but it sure 
was a fluky wind. 

The starting line on Saturday was set up for a west 
wind, but about 30 seconds before our start, the wind 
veered to the south, making the pin end heavily favored.

So I bore 
off, jibed, and sailed around to the opposite shore where 
we got a nice breeze. For most of this last windward leg 
I was in first place again, but Barbara Elster got a beauti- 
ful zephyr coming out of the slot and she beat us. 

In the second race on Saturday, Larry and Debbie An- 
derson won the Flying Scot 8 Fleet for the first time in 
their short careers as sailboat racers. And they came in 
third in the other two weekend races. When I saw them 
Saturday evening they were still excited. There is really in- 
tense competition in this fleet, with the several racing 
teams in contention for the July-August Series.

Tom Wolffe, in charge of res- 
cue, jumped in the water, got on the centerboard, and up 
came the boat. Tom climbed into my boat and sailed it 
over to me. Using the emergency ladder we have on our 
transom, | climbed back in and so did Marilyn. We 
dropped off Tom at the rescue boat and off we sailed. 
Thank yon, Tom. 

Neither one of us felt tired, so we decided to sail the 
course for the fun and practice of it. We could not be 
scored because we had had help righting the boat. It cer- 
tainly was an exciting day.

Garrett County 
Leads State In 
Turkey Harvest 


According to figures re- 
leased this week by DNR 
Secretary Sarah J. Taylor- 
Rogers, Garrett County 
hunters led the state this 
spring in number of turkeys 
harvested, with a total of 
541. 

Hunters set a new Mary- 
land harvest record for 
spring turkey hunting in 
2001, reporting a harvest of 
3,075 wild turkeys. 

"Wild turkey populations 
have been expanding across 
Maryland," Secretary Tay- 
lor-Rogers said. "The high 
quality wild turkey habitat 
found throughout Maryland 
hae henefited the species 
tremendously. We would 
not be able to sustain this 
level of harvest without 
good, quality habitat. Like- 
wise, annual production has 
been sufficient to sustain 
turkey populations at levels 
that can support a contin- 
ued spring harvest. This is 
the first time the spring 
hunting harvest has exceed- 
ed 3,000 birds."

Many local fishermen found a 
purt of action toward the end of the week and noticed it 
slowed significantly in the periods of bright sunshine 


Also, the bass and other game species have moved into 
deeper water and have to be fished for a bit differently 
now as compared to early-season technique. Some have 
found trolling a live minnow some seven to 10 feet below 
the surface in waters from 12 to 20 feet deep will produce 
strikes from larger bass. However, this isn’t the only way 
to go after these fish in deeper water. A simple way to 
reach them is to fish from the many docks that line Deep 
Creek Lake. A relatively short cast fanned around the 
ends of the docks can get to perfect depths. The key is to 
move a bait that isn’t getting any attention. 

The time to be alert when fishing from the docks is just 
after the bait has been moved. As the retrieve siops, the 
bait will settle back to the bottom and this is the time 
when many strikes come. Fishing from a dock can be a 
very comfortable exercise and a good way to enjoy the 
company of wives, kids, friends, and other fishermen. A 
deck chair, cooler of refreshment, some snacks...now that’s 
tough to beat. Many fishermen are surprised at the variety 
of game and panfish willing to take minnows, worms, or 
grubs. Recent dock catches have included largemouth and 
smallmouth bass, chain pickerel, big bluegill, walleye, and 
an occasional catfish. It’s a great way to spend a midsum- 
mer morning, afternoon, or evening, though morning 
seems to be the most productive. 

A WORD OF CAUTION 

Over the holiday weekend, a number of kayakers were 
seen on Deep Creek Lake. When the kayakers are in 
numbers and using brightly colored craft they are readily 
visible and motor boaters can avoid them safely. The dan- 
ger comes when a single kayaker gets visually "lost" in 
choppy water. It seems that a prudent practice for anyone 
venturing onto the lake in any small craft such as a canoe 
or kayak wouid be to wear brightly colored garments. This 
would increase their visibility immensely. Avoiding the 
heavier traffic areas also makes sense. 

MARYLAND’S SPRING TURKEY SEASON 
SETS NEW STATE RECORD 

DNR Secretary Sarah J. Taylor-Rogers announced the 
results of the recently completed 2001 spring turkey sea- 
son. Sportsmen and women set a new Maryland harvest 
record for spring turkey hunting in 2001, reporting a har- 
vest of 3,075 wild turkeys. Garrett County led the pack, 
with a harvest of 541. 

This is the first time the spring hunting harvest has ex- 
ceeded 3,000 birds. 

Spring harvests continue to increase in areas where tur- 
key populations were established through the trap and re- 
locaticn program. Supplemental releases have also boost- 
ed turkey flocks in other areas. Turkey populations in 
southern Maryland and on the lower Eastern Shore con- 
tinue to increase as turkeys expand into new territories. 
Harvests in these areas continue to set new records at the 
county level. The typically thriving population areas in 
western Maryland have stabilized. 

Turkeys have occupied all suitable habitat in western 
Maryland, and population levels are more a factor of the 
success of the current year’s production. Hatching success 
and poult production has been below average in western 
Maryland for four of the last five years, resulting in a 
more stable population. 

Weather conditions were fairly good for most of the 
season, except for rains across most of the state during the 
first several days of the season.

Hosea’s troubles with Gomer, his 
wife, were symbolic of God's prob 
lems with the people of Israel. The 
»roblem on both oo els is unfaith- 
fulness 
On both levels the outlook ts 
grim and forboding. The problem 
ts not just that Israel has stumbled 


once or iwice, but that it persists 
in its unfaithfulness despite God's 


love. It is a resistant unfaithful- 
ness, arepetitious and ruimous 
behavior. Itis much the same with 


Hosea’s marriage. At God's bid- 
ding, Hosea mamed a woman with 
an undeniable reputation as a 
rostitute. | assume that, when 
{osea married her. she promised 
to be faithful to him and give up 
her life of harlotry. In Hosea | there 
is no indication that she contin- 
ued or even returned to her old 
ways. But in Hosea 2, the prophet 


proclaims, “Plead with your 
mother, plead—for she is not my 
wife, and | am not her husband 


that she put away her harlotry from 
her face, and her adultery from be- 
tween her breasts..." (2:1). (Later, 
in Hosea 3, it will become clear 
that Gomer did, in fact, slip back 
into her old ways as a prostitute 
and adulteress, so that Roved as- 
serts that, although he is no 
longer her husband, she ts still the 
mother of Jezreel.) 
Our Infidelity 

No matter what we may feel for 
Hosea and Gomer in their troubled 
marriage, the message here ts 
about Israel’s—and our—unfaith- 
fulness to God. Hosea boldly lik- 
cits ihe relationship of Israel to 
God to that of a wife to her 
husband. This relationship ts like 
a marriage, founded upon mutual 
romises and the expectation of 
idelity. (Hosea’s allusion to God 
as the ‘husband’ of Israel is the 
first such allusion in the Old Tes- 
tament, similar references are 
made in Idsiah 54:05, Jererniah 3:20 
and Ezekiel 16:32). The charge was

He was at least correct in his 
estimation of the seriousness of 


commitment to the Lord. [srael was 
inclined not to take their infidelity 
too seriously; in fact, they prob- 
ably didn't see it as infidelity. So 
God uses Hosea to reach the 
people of Israeliters with the seri- 
ousness of their broken commit- 


ments. He instructs Hosea to 
name his first child Jezreel. You 
may remember that Jezreel is the 
name of a place in Palestine where, 
upon the violent demise of King 
Ahab, the house of Jehu had been 
established upon the throne of Is- 
rael. Now, by naming his first son 
‘Jezreel’, Hosea is reminding the 
king of what happened to the un- 
faithful King Ahab. * 1 will pun- 
ish the house of Jehu (YAY-who) 
for the blood of Jezreel, and I will 
fet an end to the vie ig of the 

ouse of Israel 

The second child of Hosea and 
Gomer, a girl, is to be named * Lo- 
ruamah’ which means “Not pitied 
for I will have no more pity on the 
house of Israel, to forgive them at 
all...l willnot deliver them by bow, 
nor by sword, nor by war, nor by 
horses, nor by horsemen” (1:6,7) 
Still, a third child was bom to 
Hosea and Gomer, so we must as- 
sume she remained with Hosea 
long onoue to conceive and bear 


three children—at the very least 
27 months and probably more 
The third child, a boy, God 


instructed the prophet, was to be 
named *Lo-ammi’, meaning: “Not 
my people, for you are not my 
Prey and I am not your God" 


That's the s, but there 


is also good news if the peo le. 
like Gomer, can realize: “I will go 
and return to my first husband, 
for it was better with me then than 
now” (2:7b). Then, God says, “I 
will have pity on Not pitied. and | 
will say to Not my people, * You 
are my people’, and he shall say, 

“Thou art my God" (2:23). That

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Scratching Away 


-I bought a huge scratching 

«post for my year-old Ameri- 
can shorthair cat, Sut he hasn’t 
touched it. tie prefers my couch and 
the legs of my kitchen chairs! How 
can I stop him from scratching up 
everything? 

«Ah, the supreme disappoint- 

«ment of dropping 40 bucks on a 
beautiful toy, only to have your cat 
sniff it disdainfuily and strut away. 
I've experienced this many times. 

My cat, like yours, pre fers furniture 
to the Ordained Scratching Area. He 
also loves grabbing the edges of the 
carpet and pulling the fibers out. So I 
understand your frustration. 

However, you cam minimize and 
redirect his need to scratch. 

Don't punish your cat when you 
catch him scratching the furniture; he 
won't understand. Just pick him up 
and carry him to the scratching post 
Gently place his paws against the post 
and simulate a “kneading” action. He 
may not understand for a while, but 
eventually he will associate the post 
with scratching 

Protect your furniture during this 
association process by placing strips 
of sticky tape (I use brown packing or 
masking tape, which doesn't damage 
furniture) over the areas your cat likes 
to scratch. The tacky underside makes 
cats very uncomfortable. In fact, the 
confused look the cai will give you the 
first time he sinks his claws into that 
tape creates a perfect opportunity for 
you to introduce him to the scratching 
post 

Be patient and consistent with your 
training. I had to carry my cat to the 
scratching post alrnost every day for 
three months before he accepted it 

Your cat may relapse occasionally; 
just carry him to the post. But note the 
circumstances of his relapse; many 
times the cat is signaling for your 
attention. Remember, a scratching 
post is a nice diversion, but most 
house cats like a good snuggle, too

Memorial Scholarship 
award covers full tuition 
and fees, aot to exceed the 
cost of tuition at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, Collcge 
Park, and is available to the 
children or spouses of pub- 
lic safety employees or 
select members of the 
armed forces whose death 
or disability was directly 
caused in the line of duty. 
Eligible persons include the 
children or spouses of mili- 
tary personne! serving after 
December 7, 1941, or a 
POW in the Vietnam War; 
one surviving spouse, who 
has not remarried, of a 
state or local public safety 
officer; a persen who was a 
POW; or a son or daughter 
of a state or local public 
safety officer killed in the 
line of duty. 

To qualify for the schol- 
arship, the applicant’s par- 
ent or spouse must have 
been a Maryland resident at 
the time of death or disabil- 
ity, and the applicant must 
enroll for at least six cred- 
its each semester in a de- 
gree program at a Maryland 
college or private career 
school.

"These plants are being 
grown hydroponically with- 
out soil,” explained Broad- 
water. "We will add fertiliz- 
er to the water in this one 
Section and effluent from 
the fish tanks to the water 
in the other section, and 
then compare the growth." 
On the floor beside the 
raised panels are tubs of 
perilite, where tomato and 
cucumber plants are grow-

Census Bureau Urges Rural 
Participation In New Survey 


In an effort to better 
grasp the ever-changing 
population, lifestyle, em- 
ployment rates, income, and 
needs of rural America, the 
Census Bureau is launching 
a new yearly survey that will 
dig much deeper than the 
brief census the government 
conducts every 10 years. 
The American Community 
Survey (ACS), scheduled to 
be officially be introduced 
in every county in the Uunit- 
ed States in 2003, was de- 
veloped in response to re- 
qvests from policymakers 
and community leaders for 
more accurate and timely 
information. 

The new format will be 
beneficial for farmers, 
ranchers, and other rural 
residents who face unique 
challenges, according to Dr. 
Nancy Torrieri, program 
analyst at the Census Bu- 
reau. 

"The information will be 
used by fecleral, state, and 
local leaders to look at 
available resources," Torri- 
eri said. "You can look at 
these data, see what’s going 
on in your community, and 
ask. ‘What plans need to be 
made?” 

Torrieri spointed to the 
distinct transportation and 
infrastructure chailenges 
facing residents in rural

areas across the country. 

"People don’t understand 
that distance itself is such a 
problem,” Torrieri said. 
"Can we get a basic service? 
Can we get the people to 
it?” 

Rural counties, which ac- 
count for nearly 75% of all 
counties, are "almost always 
underserved by policy analy- 
ses," according to a 1999 re- 
port by the Rural Policy 
Research Institute. 

The report attributed this 
to the lack of "accurate and 
timely data" available from 
rural communities. 

Yorrieri said the new sur- 
vey is designed to remedy 
such inaccuracies. 

Some résidents of rural 
Fulton County, Pa., are al- 
ready well aware of the 
Census Bureau’s new en- 
deavor. The residents of 
that county participated in 
the survey’s trial run start- 
ing in 1999. There were 30 
other diverse communities 
thai also were used as test 
sites. Among other things, 
the test results will be used 
to compare the data from 
the new survey with those 
from the 2000 census long 
form, which the ACS is de- 
signed to replace in the 
2010 census. Just like the 
traditional short form the 
Census Bureau distributes 
nationwide, the ACS also 
will be mandatory. 

The bureau hopes the 
new survey will simplify op- 
erations so that the focus of 
the 2010 census is solely on 
counting people. The bu- 
reau assures that this infor- 
mation, just like informa- 
tion garnered from the tra- 
ditional long form, will be 
kept confidential and used 
only fox statistical purposes. 
The data will be released as 
profiles of groups of indi- 
viduals within broad geo- 
graphic areas. 

With the billions of gov- 
ernment dollars that are al- 
located for different region- 
al, state, and local pro- 
grams, the new survey will 
not only provide much- 
needed statistical updates, 
but allow policymakers to 
more accurately assess the 
populations’ needs, accord- 

ing to the Census Bureau 

"The information will be 
constantly refreshed,” Torri- 

eri explained. 

The bureau said it will be 
able to offer statistics for 
larger areas and population 
groups first. Beginning in 
2004, the ACS intends to 
have informaticr. available 
every year for areas and 
population groups of 65,000 
or more. For smaller popu- 
lation areas, it will take 
three fo five years to accu- 
mulate information to pro- 
vide accurate statistics. It is 
estimated that data for ar- 
eas of 20,000 or more peo- 
ple will be available starting 
in 2006 and will be updated 
every year thereafter. Infor- 
mation for areas below 
20,000 in population will be 
released in 2008

and families, the census da- 
ta are used to determine 
where to locate new 
schools, hospitals, and high- 
ways; to show a company 
that a region or town has 
the work force it needs; and 
to evaluate all types of gov- 
ernment programs. 

Through the ACS, towns, 
cities, and counties also will 
be able to keep a running 
tally on new streets and 
residences.

Applying Boron on Alfalfa 

A common "insurance" recommendation is to apply 2 
pounds of boron per acre whenever the alfalfa is top- 
dressed with fertilizer, With a coarse textured soil this 
should be an annual application, but on finer textured 
soils applying boron every 2 or 3 years should be ade- 
quate. Although little research has been done on boron 
fertility in alfalfa in Maryland, this latter program has 
been followed for many years in the state and consequent- 
ly boron deficieucies are rare. Also, another important 
source of boron is manure. Typically, manure contains 
between .02 and .12 pounds of boron per ton of manure. 
Thus, for a 20-ton per acre dairy manure application, 
between .4 and 2.4 pounds of boron would be sa per 
acre. 

Home and Garden Tips 

Mow ’em high and let ’em lie. Cut your turf to a height 
of 3-4 inches and leave the clippings on the lawn where 
they will decompose naturally. Mowing at the proper 
height and grass bees | your clippings will help keep your 
Slawn and minimize pest problems. Grass cycling 
>does not lead to thatch build-up probiems. This is“alst’2 
“good time to sharpen or replace worn lawn mower blades. 
Dull blades tear turfgrass and can leadgse disease prob- 
“lems. 

Avoid over-mulching your trees or mounding the mulch 
, up around the trunks. Mulch should be no more than 2-3 
inches deep and should be kept away from trunks. 

Monitor rhododendrons, azaleas, and mountain laurel 
-for lace bug damage. Lace bugs commonly feed at night. 
Any of the common garden insecticides will control them. 

Many fruit plants have shallow root systems that are 
‘easily damaged by cultivation. Do not cultivate or dig into 
‘the soil around small fruits or tree fruits. Use organic 
-mulches to control weeds. 

Japanese beetles are very active on bramble plants and 
-most fruit trees. Handpick where appropriate or sweep the 
-adults off foliage and into a bucket of soapy water. Avoid 
‘using Japanese beetle traps because they may attract large 
-aumbers of beetles to your yard. 

Tomato plants may be exhibiting symptoms of various 
leaf spot diseases such as early blight. Remove badly 
‘infected lower leaves, keep thick organic mulch around 
‘plants and avoid overhead watering. I would recommend

House Agriculture 
limited this 
year’s farm aid to $5.5 bil 
lion after paring down a 
Farm Bureau-supported 
proposal by committee 
chairman Larry Combest 
(R-Texas) to set the fund- 
ing at $6.5 billion. 

The aid is part of the fis- 
cal 2002 budget resolution 
that provided for $5.5 bil- 
lion in agricultural assis- 
tance for fiscal 2001, $7.4 
billion for fiscal 2002, and 
an additional $66.2 billion 
in the agriculture budget 
baseline for fiscal 2003 
through 2011. 

Rather than supporting 
Combest’s proposal, the 
committee voted, 24-23, in 
favor of a plan pushed by 
Reps. John Boehner (R- 
Ohio) and Charlie Sten- 
holm (D-Texas). 

American Farm Bureau 
Federation president Bob 
Stallman said the commit- 
tee’s decision "is dishearten- 
ing and will not provide suf- 
ficient assistance needed by 
many farm and ranch fami- 
lies.” 

Stallman noted that con- 
ditions in the farm economy 
justify the higher level of

Five dead 
crows in Baltimore City 
tested positive for West 
Nile virus, and it has also 
been found in New Jersey 
crows and mosquitoes, as 
well as in mosquitoes 
trapped in Delaware. Ex- 
perts predict large mosquito 
populations this summer in 
all Mid-Atlantic _ states, 
which could increase the 
risk of infection. 

Horses, ponies, donkeys, 
and mules can be protected 
from EEE by vaccination 
for a period of 6 to 12 
months. Dr. Roger Olson, 
Maryland state veterinarian, 
urges owners of equine ani- 
mals, ostriches and emus to 
take precautionary mea- 
sures against the diseases 
and to consult their iocai 
veterinarian about EEE 
vaccination. A vaccine for 
West Nile virus will hope- 
fully be available for horses 
later this year, he added. 
Meanwhile, the risk of 
horse infection by either vi- 
rus can be reduced by 
avoiding exposure to mos- 
quitoes and by helping to 
eliminate breeding _ sites 
(standing water) of mosqui- 
ioes.

NOT COVERED BY CROP INSURANCE 

Ihe | 
tails for the Noninsured Crop Disaster 
gram (NAP) on 2001 eligible crops 

NAP is availabie tor any commercial crops or other ag- 
ricultural commodities grown for food or fiber for which 
catastrophic risk protection crop insurance is not available. 
This program is like the Federal Crop Insurance’s Cata- 
strophic Risk Policy in that the first 50% of a farmer’s loss 
is not eligible for payment. 

Eligible forage includes forage intended for animal con- 
sumption, or production of forage for animal consump. 
tion. Any acreage of forage intended to be mechanically 
harvested but grazed instead must be appraised before 
grazing. 

Ineligible crops include, but are not limited to, crop 
by-products, crops grown using practices not considered 
good farming practices, crops not being produced for com- 
mercial market, experimental crops, volunteer stand, or 
garden crops for home use. 

There is a service fee applied by producer for the eligi- 
ble crop in an amount that is equal to the lesser of $100 
per crop per county or $300 per producer per county, but 
not to exceed a total of $900 per producer. A waiver of 
the fee is available for low-income producers. 

For crops that have suffered damage or loss, producers 
must have timely filed a report of acreage, notice of loss, 
and application for coverage with the applicable service 
fee. 

The final date for filing an NAP appiication will be 20 
calendar days after the date the regulations are published 
in the Federal Register. 

If a producer is eligible to receive NAP payments and 
benefits under any other program administered by the ag- 
riculture secretary for the same crop loss, the producer 
must choose whether to receive NAP payments or r benefits

Continued from Page A-1 
all the programs, Brode 
said. This past fiscal year 
there was a weekly average 
participation at the centers 
and sites of 225. Brode 
added that they have served 
260 unduplicated seniors 
this year to date. 

Home-delivered meals is 
another of the nutrition ser- 
vices provided. According 
to Brode, the program 
serves meals five days a 
week, but the federal and 
state funding only allows for 
three meals a week. She 
added that the Area Agency 
on Aging (AAA) has re- 
quested financial aid to de- 
crease delivery costs, but 
have not yet received an 
answer. 

"This is an expensive pro- 
gram to operate, but it is 
the most needed by a very 
vulnerable population," 
Brode said. 


In-home services are abo 


provided including personal 
care, prescription assistance, 
and medical transportation. 
Brode reported that 86 sen- 
iors received in-home ser- 
vices last year, and 167 re- 
ceived case management 
services. 

The agency serves ap- 
proximately 1,300 persons 
age 60 and over each year, 
which is 20% of the 60+ 
population.

Those on the other end of the argument 
maintain that no one, including the government, has 
a right to make such decisions for an expectant 
mother, and the decision to abort an unwanted preg- 
nancy is private business. Most agree that at least 
basic life begins at conception, but many disagree 
with the notion that a fertilized egg should imme- 
diately be regarded as a human being. 

Frankly, stem cell research has . the pro- 
lifers into a bit of a quandary. The preservation of 
life is paramount to them, yet the use of stem cells 
could save literally thousands of lives, lives of people 
who are already here among us. Conversely, outlaw- 
ing the use of stem cells could, in a number of cases, 
equate to a death sentence. 

Already there are literally millions of human e 
and sperm kept in storage in various labs and clinics 
that are routinely and ultimately just poured down 
the drain. It is no wonder that those suffering from 
one or more of the aforementioned health problems, 
and their loved ones, see this as a terrible waste of 


hope. 

Ridnowhere in all of this there must be a compro- 
mise, and there is most likely a silent majority that 
would be willing to accept compromise. While we are 
usually opposed to a lot of government regulation 
and control, we believe there must be strict govern- 
ment controls over whatever is ultimately determined 
tb be legal in this arena, because the stem cell de- 
bate is just the tip of the iceberg.

ing all other weddings whenever possible. As a cousin of 
mine says, "I think I’m going to be busy that day — when 
is it?” 

What higher compliment could I pay to Jan Karon than 
to say that I like her latest book, even if it is about a 
wedding. A Common Life is, like all of Ms. Karon’s other 
books, lovely from the first word to the last. 

Ms. Karon has created a town in North Carolina called 
Mitford, whose Episcopal priest is the hero of her series. 
Though A Common Life is the most recent of Ms. Karon’s 
Mitford books, it is not about the most recent events in 
the life of Fr. Tim. Ms. Karon’s last book, A New Song, 
tells a story chronologically after the wedding, after Fr. 
Tim’s retirement, in fact. 

I suspect that Ms. Karon has some trouble with this 
book. It is her shortest novel (186 pp). In fact, it is such 
a quick read that those buying the hardback version 
($24.95 from Viking) might feel that they have to read it 
twice to get their money’s worth. 

A Common Life reads like a long vignette rather than 
a novel. As I tried to imagine how the author might have 
put more stuffing into the book, the dilemma became 
clear. Either much too much would have to be said about 
the wedding or the wedding would lose its centrality in the 
novel. 

There is real wisdom in this book, as in all the volumes 
of the Mitford series. "There will be many times when fear 
breaks in;..." the priest says to his future bride, "we can 
never be taken prisoner if we greet it in prayer.” (p. 118). 
There is the wonderful image of a woman "peeling pota- 
toes with a knife too dull to cut butter.” (p. 125) 

There are frequent occasions when A Common Life is 
laugh-out-loud funny. There are also passages that 
brought tears to, at least, one reader. 

Anyone who has not read all of the other Mitford 
books should read the others before reading this one, 
though some argument could be made for inserting A 
Common Life in its chronological niche. 

The one exception to that advice would be persons 
planning weddings. One of the subtle strengths of A Com- 
mon Life is the way that Ms. Karon makes clear how dif- 
ferent the experience of a wedding is for each person hav- 
ing something to do with it. She has a gift of getting inside 
people which, in this instance, illuminates the lives of 
those who make a wedding happen. ; 

Perhaps the most poignant of these differences is that 
the thing the groom hates most about a wedding is some- 
thing the bride really enjoys. That is consistent with my 
own professional experience with weddings. How odd that 
an event which has as its purpose the uniting of two lives 
should have as a fundamental characteristic the pointing 
out of how differently bride and groom see the world. 

Everyone and everything in Mitford makes an appear- 
ance in. A Common Life, though most often only a cameo 
appearance due mostly to the book’s brevity. For the afici- 
onados of Mitford, Uncle Billy has a joke or two, and the 
orange marmalade cake has its place. Fr. Tim’s bishop 
comes in for a strong supporting role, and even the Pres- 
byterians get to play their part. 

What is most refreshing about this book and all the 
books in the Mitford series is that they are explicitly 
Christian without being preachy or just plain icky, as most 
other intentionally Christian novels are. Ms. Karon depicts 
real people praying from the authenticity of their lives in 
sincere faith. At a time when Christianity is driven from 
the public square and what public Christianity there is of- 
ten seems phoney, Ms. Karon’s achievement is consider- 
able. She has my enduring gratitude.

The first in a series of 
three weeklong workshops 
for young creative talent, 
funded by the Sprenger- 
Lang Foundation, ended 
last Friday.

REAL TROUBLE FOR SAILBOATS 
ON DEEP CREEK LAKE

"A I tyi ng re came into a dock for a landi and ay 
parently got blows in toward shore where foes were pow 
er lines out over the water. This happened a few hundred 


yards south of the Glendale Bridge on the west shore of 
the lake. The mast apparently hit the power line, and the 
current ran down the mast and through the shrouds, 
punching through the chain plate and into the water. A 
father and son were rendered unconscious when they 
jumped into the water. Ed King was able to resuscitate 
the son, but the father died. 

Now the top of the Flying Scot mast is just over 28 feet 
from the water. This means that the power lines were less 
than that height from the water. While it’s true that the 
lake was probably a foot over its maximum allowable lev- 
el, it means that sailboats have to be aware of this clear 
and present danger. And we do not know how many other 
places around the lake have this same dangerous condi- 
tion. 

I would like to appeal to the DNR to generate a map 
of the lake that shows where these distribution power 
lines go over or near the water’s edge so that we could 
warn sailboaters about the danger. 

The other incident is even more disturbing because it 
involves reckless motorboat operation, and that is some- 
thing that sailboaters need to deal with every minute they 
are on the water. 

Keith Spinnenweber was sailing his Laser when his sail- 
boat was cut in two by a speeding motorboat. Keith was 
thrown clear and rescued by another motorboat operator. 
Keith sustained serious injury, but he’s going to be ail 
right. He could have just as easily been killed. I’ve heard 
that the motorbat driver said that he didn’t even see the 
sailboat! 

We require licensing for all automobile drivers, why 
shouldn’t we require training and licensing for all motor- 
boat operators? Americans are the best and the most 
courteous automobile drivers in the world. That is because 
driver training and licensing is a right-of-passage for our 
youth. Why not do the same for motorboats? 

This past weekend my fearless crew and I were the 
Race Committee. Saturday there was a beautiful 5-10 knot 
wind that was puffing to 15 and relatively steady out of 
the NNW. We set windward, jibe, and leeward marks for 
both races and that was that. Back at the club I was 
amazed to hear not one complaint about the course. 

Sunday was a different story. When we went out about 
11 a.m. there was little wind, and what there was came 
from everywhere. So we set a bunch of marks, hoping to 
pick a short course by race time. Then the wind seemed 
to pick up out of the north out in the main section of the 
lake, so we picked a straight windward-leeward course that 
held up fairly well. 


There was an amazingly close finish among the Lasers 
for this third race. Eric Silverman and Chris Drury were 
battling for the lead when Chris over-stood the finish line 
by a bunch. Eric was steaming for the line, close-hauled, 
and it seemed like he had it when Chris came in on a 
reach, headed up at the last second, and beat Eric by 
inches.

Coffee has been a popular drink for 
centurics. I: was introduced to Eng- 
land, Holland, France and Geri.any 
during the 17th century. At first, brass 
or brouze spice grinders and mortars 
and pestles were used for grinding the 
coffee. In 1620, the Mayflower carried 
coftee and a wooden mortar and pestle 
to grind coffee beans. 

Coffee grinders or mills for individ- 
ual use were used a few years later. 
The first patent for a mill was issued in 
1798. It was not until about 1873 that 
roasted and packaged coffee was 
offered for sale in stores. The Enter 
prise Manufacturing Co. began mak- 
ing large coffee miils for stores as well 
as small ones for home use. Elecwic 
motors were added to the coffee mills 
about 1900. 

Hand-operated mills continued to be 
made for use in areas witli no eiectrici- 
ty into the 1930s. Enterprise was one 
of the largest companies that made 
coffee mitis. They usually had the 
name “Enterprise” molded on the base 
or on the large wheei that was turned 
to grind the coffee. The counter and 
floor-standing machines were made 
with a number that helps to indicate 
the date of manufacture. 

The price today depends on rarity 
and the condition of the painted sur- 
face. Mos? of the mills were painted 
red and black with gold trim. Store 
mulls range from $400 to more than 
$4,000.

«I’m 10 years old, and for as 

«long as I can remember, I’ve 
always wanted a horse. My mother 
says we can’t afford to buy one. Are 
horses expensive to take care of? 


» Horses can be quite expensive 

« to own, and they require a lot of 
care. They have to be fed, ridden and 
groorned regularly, and they have to 
be kept in a good stable where they 
can receive this care on days when 
you're not there to provide it. 

However, riding a horse can be a lot 
of fun, too. I was fortunate enough to 
live in the country when I was 
younger, and many of my friends had 
horses. Very few people are so lucky 
these days. 

So your mother is right — owning a 

horse costs more than most people can 
afford. 
. But maybe the two of you can com 
promise. Why not take riding lessons 
for a few months? You'll learn how to 
ride a horse properly so that you don’t 
fall off, and you'll learn how to take 
care of the horse — because most 
schools require that you groom the 
horse and take care of the riding 
equipment, like the saddle and bridle, 
after class. 

Riding classes are affordable, and 
you can stop taking them if you don’t 
like them — much better than being 
stuck with a big, hungry horse that 
you're tired of caring for. 

Talk to your mother about taking rid- 
ing classes. If you really enjoy riding, 
and you stick with the classes, perhaps 
she'll let you take steps toward own- 
ing a horse

Weather Provides 
Excellent Week 
For Field Work 


With the exception of a 
few scattered showers, last 
week was characterized by 
warm, dry weather that was 
ideal for working in the 
fields. Maryland farmers 
icok advaniage of the 5.9 
days suitable for field work 
for activities such as har- 
vesting smail grains and cut- 
ting hay. Currently, 84% of 
the winter wheat crop has 
been harvested, 24% more 
than the previous week. 
Rye is 77% harvested, pro- 
gressing 7% over the pre 
vious week. The dry weath- 
er also promoted hay har- 
vest, which is continuing 
ahead of schedule. The sec- 
ond and third cutting of 
other hay, for example, is 
8% and 3%, respectively, 
ahead of the five-year ayer- 
age. Alfalfa second and 
third cutting also follow this 
trend, progressing 6% and 
10%, respectively, ahead of 
echedule. 

Fruit and vegetable har- 
vesting continues, providing 
fresh markets with adequate 
supplies. Peaches are 14% 
harvested, matching last

The setting is Earth, specifically New York City, in 
the not too distant year of 2065. Although this date is well 
within reach of the current generation’s life span, the 
Earth has become a devastated wasteland thanks to the 
invasion (30-some years ago) of an alien race of creatures 
known as “phantoms,” which seem to be able to pass 
through solid matter at will and destroy any human with 
which they come in contact. Currently raging within the 
war against these creatures is a battle between two 
factions of the human population. The military, whose 
main spokesman is General Hein (voice of James Woods), 
is anxious to utilize its powerful Zeus space station (a sort 
of smaller version of the Death Star) to zap the phantom 
population to kingdom come. But the scientific commu- 
nity is not so sure this is the best tactic, since the energy 
from the beam may prove only to make the creatures 
stronger. Dr. Sid (Donald Sutherland) and his protegé, 
Dr. Aki Ross (E.R.’s Ming-Na), have been working on a 
possible solution to the phantom menace (sorry, couldn't 
resist), hoping to solve the problem by less viclent means 
using an energy field created by the collected spirits of 
living creatures to disarm the phantoms. On the fence in 
this debate is Capt. Grey Edwards (Alec Baldwin), who 
has romantic feelings for Aki, but answers to Gen. Hein 
With their research almost completed, Dis. Sid and Ross 
must finish before Hein launches his attack. 

Thank goodness there are producers out there with 
enough vision to realize that special effects are not all you 
need to make a good film. Writer/director/producer 
Sakaguchi, who created the popular Final Fantasy video 
game series in 1987, has had the good sense to enlist the 
aid of writers Jeff Vintar (Long Hello and Short Goodbye) 
and Al Reinert (Apollo 13) to craft a believable story with 
real characters we are able to care about, and also to hire 
actors capable of making their vocal characterizations 
worthy of those characters. Ming-Na, Sutherland, and 
Baldwin are all effective (this is a step up from Baldwin’s 
recent vocal turn in Cats & Dogs), and the cast also 
includes actors like Steve Buscemi, Peri Gilvin, and Ving 
Rhames — not too shabby for this type of animated flick 
The animation is breathtakingly real; this is not just 
motion capture, folks. Sakaguchi and his animators even 
take the risk of extreme close-ups which show eye detail, 
freckles, and the independent movements of individual 
hairs, and though there are some flaws — the characters’ 
skin color is often pale and opaque — these are by far the

The plot is not much of a groundbreaker. It revolves 
around a veteran thief named Nick Wells (DeNiro), who 
works for mastermind Max Baron (Brando) and is — ali 
together now —- doing one last job. Now, enter the some- 
what unwelcome newcomer Jackie Teller (Norton), who 
convinces the other characters that he has a flawless plan 
and wants in on the action. Together they devise a scheme 
to steal a priceless ancient scepter. Norton’s character, 
who brilliantly plays a character within a character, 
provides vital information about the layout of the building 
where the scepter is located, and DeNiro’s brings his 
seasoned skills to the operation. Brando basically sits 
around in a paranoid stupor providing comic relief. The 
horror, indeed. 

DeNiro is not at his absolute best, but after Raging 
Bull, Taxi Driver, and The Godfather II, what else can he 
do? Brando is not nearly as elcctriiying as when he pas- 
sionately screamed "Stella" or when he confessed to his 
brother how he "coulda been a contender," but that’s the 
problem when an actor’s earlier performances are better 
than anything to come out in years. But Norton, who re- 
cently received Oscar nods for Primal Fear and American 
History X (still not sure how he didn’t win that one), is 
undoubtedly the most talented young actor working today, 
and he more than holds his own in this picture. DeNiro is 
basically the same character he played in Ronin, and Bran- 
do definitely tries something different compared to his 
breathtaking roles in Last Tango In Paris and other — 
well, all of his — earlier pictures. 

Oz, director of such films as...umm, Bowfinger and In & 
Out, does manage to bring some very nice cinematic 
touches to this film. The camera glides beautifully through 
the various locations, including DeNiro’s kick @$$ jazz 
club, and the stedi-cam shots are also quite good. 

The ending, however, boggles my mind. One minute 
I’m watching a modern-day film noir, the next it’s When 
Harry Met Sally Part Il. Happy endings are nice and all, 
but c'mon. 

Overall, The Score is not one of the year’s best 
(Ahem...Memento), but with a cast like this I won’t com- 
plain much. I mean, I could watch these three read a 
phone book for two hours, and they’d manage to make it 
entertaining.

"There’s no such thing as 
hip replacemen surgery in 
Honduras," Alvarez _ said. 
"Even their best operating 
rooms aren’t equipped to 
handle the operation, one 
that we consider a fairly 
routine procedure here in 
Amnierica. 

"Marco first came to our 
Santa Rosa de Capon clinic 
almost unable to walk, and 
in severe, constant pain,” 
Alvarez said of her patient, 
whom she and other observ- 
ers said bore his suffering 
with quiet, uncomplaining 
dignity. "He waited patiently 
and politely along with 
everyone else for his turn to 
be seen by our staff, and he 
and his extended family 
have scraped together ev- 
erything they could for over 
two years to get him to 
Oakland for today’s sur- 
gery.” 

That family effort was 


key to setting Rodriguez 
apart for the surgery, Alva- 
rez said, noting that he and 
his relatives were willing to 
work hard to improve his 
situation rather than waiting 
to be helped. His nicce, 
Lizet Rodriguez, iias lived 
in Rockville for the past 
five years, and she was 
crucial to the family’s suc- 
cess. She and Marco’s close 
friend, William Ramos, 
helped provide accommo- 
dations and transportation, 
and were here in Oakland 
with him today. 

"Marco also took it upon 
himself to learn as much 
about hip replacement 
surgery as he could," re- 
marked Alvarez. "He knew 
his own condition, and 
knew that the operation 
would likely be a success if 
he stuck to his rehabilita 


tion regimen and took care

On the ther hand, we ha ; metim uj 
ported government intervention in matters ol 4% , 
such as the passage of child safety seat and se elt 
laws. We wish to address one other area in w hich 


more restriction is sorely needed. 

In just the past seve ral months, an unusually high 
number of persons in West Virginia have been killed 
in accidents involving ATVs, or all-terrain vehicles, 
also known as three- or four-wheelers. In several ca- 
ses the victims of these mishaps have been young 
children, either riding on ATVs with an adult or op- 
orang them themselves. Just two weeks ago a 5- 
year-old Garrett County boy was killed in an ATV 
accident in Tucker County, and this past week a 2- 
year-old local child was injured. 

While there are warnings posted on the gas tanks 
of most ATVs that persons under the age of 18 
should not operate them, there are no laws on the 
books to enforce them. It’s high time that such laws 
were enacted. 

ATVs are not toys. They are machines; machines 
that can take a life or paralyze in a split second. 
When operated properly, they are generally safe, but 
the slightest loss of concentration, or getting just a 
wee bit too comfortable with the machine, can result 
in tragedy. ae protective equipment is, of 
course, also extremely important. But pay pened 
a good helmet and all the body padding in the world 
usually cannot prevent a rider or operator from sus- 
taining a broken neck in a crash or a violent spill. 

ATVs are as dangerous, or at least almost as dan- 
gerous, as motorcycles are when not operated prop- 
erly. We have numerous laws governing the opera- 
tion of motorcycles, including age and iicensing re- 
— It’s time to do the same thing with

in an ATV accident, especially ‘the “grandmother of 
the young boy from the county who was riding with 
her when the fatal accident occurred.

Accidents happen, regardless of the 
level of care that is taken and regardless of how 
many laws are on the books. But it just seems pain- 
fully logical to us that it is past time to employ some 
regulation of the use of ATVs.

our emphasis A schoo! is for teaching and learning. We 
surely had a lot of teaching and learning going on during 
our week of VBE. It is possible to learn about God, how- 
ever, without knowing God. Our goal this year was noi 
only to teach and to learn, but also to share in the experi- 
ence of knowing God personally througi: Jesus Christ. 

A fellow Presbyterian pastor was going through a dry 
time in his ministry, which was all the more painful be- 
cause the next Presbyterian church along the road was 
booming. The dry pastor went to his neighbor and asked 
why nothing was happening at his church when so much 
was happening at the neighbor's church. The neighbor 
looked him in ihe eye, and in the heart too, and said, "It 
has to happen fo you before it can happen through you." 

The dry pasior underwent a second conversion as the 
power of God happened first to him and then through 
him. That is what we looked to do at VBE, and that is 
what happened. 

We have run VBE primarily as a mission, perhaps even 
to the detriment of our own children. We have asked re- 
peaiedly, "How can we reach those who have never been 
reached?" This year in some small way we reached those 
kids. We could see the experience in their faces. We vould 
hear it in the way they sang the songs they had learned 
that week during the closing program with their proud 
parents in attendance. 

I have a lot of confidence in VBS to chaage lives, be- 
cause it changed mine. When | was 8 years old, I remem- 
ber sitting on the back steps of my home church when the 
teacher told us the story of Dr. David Livingston, the 19th 
century missionary doctor and explorer. 

When I heard that story, I also heard the voice of God 
saying, "I want you to do that too. " Though for a decade 
I thought that meant to be a missionary doctor, in retro- 
spect I see it clearly as my call to ministry, a call that has 
never leit me. 

During the week of this year’s VBE, I had just as mov- 
ing a discovery of how VBE can change the life of a small 
child. My niece Grace went with me two nights. We 
stopped on the way home each night for an ice cream 
cone. 

A small boy went in ahead of us. He was very polite 
and helpful, holding the door. Grace and I went to the ice 
cream counter. A minute later the boy came over, and 
said, "I think I know you from somewhere." I told him my 
name and that I am a pastor. "That’s who you are!" he ex- 
claimed. 

He told me that four years before he had come to our 


church. He lived in a very troubled family, who caused 

problems not only for themselves but for their neighbors 

as well. The grandparents had finally gotten this boy away 

from his mother before she disappeared from the local 
me. 

The boy thanked me for what I had done. He is only 9 
now, and was only’5“When he attended VBS and Lord’s 
Day school. We did not give up on him when his family 
was at the center of community disdain. 

You can be sure that when I went back to church the 
next night I looked a little harder into the eyes of those 
young children. I wondered what hidden needs they had, 
what hidden potential was waiting to be unlocked by the 
love of Christ expressed in word and deed. 

My hearing improved after that experience. I heard a 
young teenager respond to my telling the story of David 
Livingston by saying that next year he would like to help 
with the crafts. I found occasion to praise him, and no- 
ticed how he beamed at my accurate, but also discerning, 
words. 

How many opportunities are missed to introduce peo- 
pic to Jesus Christ, to help preserve a child through the 
temptations of youth, to help rescue a young person from 
the despair of a hopeless situation because we are ab- 
sorbed in our petty troubles? 

I am trying harder to unlock my ears and my eyes, and 
to reach out carefully to those little ones who are so dear 
to our Lord.

When I first sailed on Deep Creek Lake I was sur- 


prised to note that the boats here did noi use tacking 
compasses. (A tacking compass is used to tell the skipper 
if the close-hauled course he’s on is favorable to the wind- 
ward mark.) After sailing here for a while I found out why 
they didn’t bother with one; the windshifts were generally 
so dramatic, the skipper could not fail to miss one. And, 
since the marks are generally visible, the skipper can tell 
if lre’s favorable by imagining a line 45 oy shar to his keel. 
If the mark is in front of that line, le’s favorable. If the 
mark is behind thai line, he should tack, unless there’s 
another reason to hold that tack. 

The Race Commander this past weekend was Stephanie 
Mahan and she set a nice seven-legged course with a jibe 
mark. At the start of Saiurday’s race the favored end of 
the line kept switching back and forth so I decided to start 
where the other boats weren’t to get clean air. We were 
first around the first windward mark and held that posi- 
tion until the second windward leg when my arch-nemesis 
Ted Rissell passed us. We were catching up when, on the 
port tack, we had to duck a Flying Scot B Fieet boat on 
starboard. That put us behind again. We took a long, un- 
favorable tack over to the Turkey Neck shore because I 
thought the wind was better there. As we tacked out, it 
seemed like the tactic worked and we appeared to be 
close to both Rissell and Elster, who had gone up the 
Thousand Island shore. Then I saw that Rissell was doing 
a 720-degree penalty turn and realized that they had got- 
ten into some kind of altercation, so we rounded in first 
place again. 

Then I almost lost it. As we were approaching the jibe 
roark for the second time I waited too long to call for the 
spinnaker drop. As my fearless crew Marilyn Filemyr was 
gathering in the spinnaker and { was dropping the center- 
board the spinnaker got caught in the centerboard rollers. 
The spinnaker was down as we hardened up on what was 
essentially a close reach, which was lucky because we 
could not get the centerboard all the way down. So I bore 
off the course to the mark and told Marilyn to pick up the 
centerboard and free the spinnaker. She did this, and we 
were able to get the centerboard down, harden up for the 
mark, and eventually win. 

Sunday there seemed to be no real breeze, only the oc- 
casional thermal, so the C Fleet sailors decided not to 
race. They got a race off, but I was glad to watch it from 
the shore.

In order to cut some of 
the stress and time associat 
ed with getting the best 
spot in line for duck blind 
site applications, the Mary- 
land Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) has set a 
lottery to determine where 
a potential duck blind li- 
cense hoider will stand in 
line as applications are ac- 
cepted at municipal and 
state buildings across the 
state. Each of Maryland's 
14 counties that license 
duck blinds will hold a 
drawing at 8 a.m. Tuesday, 
July 31. Licenses will be 
issued July 31 and Wednes- 
day, Aug. 1. Anyone arriv 
ing before 7:30 a.m. on July 
31 will not be alowed to 
participate in the lottery. 
Anyone arriving after 8 a.m. 
(after the numbers have 
been drawn) will take their 
place at the end of the line. 

The lottery idea was a 
result of a DNR random 
telephone survey of people 
who obtained duck blind li- 
censes on the first day last 
year. The overwheiming 
consensus was that a lottery 
would be a welcome change 
from having to stand in line 
for hours or even days prior 
to the licensing.

Joining director Johnston, the Star Wars/Indiana

Taylor (Election). This relatively inexperienced creative 
team was able to produce a serviceable addition to the 
one-trick JP series, thanks mainly to some reasonably 
prominent names in the cast and some major cyber- 
crafted effects; their primary task (contriving a reason to 
return to dino land) was handled poorly, but after we get 
past it, the script goes on autopilot. Like the Godzilla and 
Jaws sequels, once you ye got people running from bigass 
beasties whe want to eat them for iunch, things like 
interesting plot lines and convincing dialogue are super- 
fluous and unnecessary. One definite coup on director 
Johnston’s part, however, was convincing Jurassic Park 
star Sam Neiil, who did not appear in the 1997 sequel 
Lost World (and the film suffered for his absence), to 
recreate his character of paleontologist Dr. Alan Grant.

Joining the geod 
doctor and the estranged parents are Grant’s assistant, 
Billy (Alessandro Nivola), pilot Udesky (Michael Jeter), 
and several others who are brought along to serve as 
Purina Dino-Chow.

Even without Spielberg’s input, and even without a 
terribly intelligent script, this film survives on its effects. 
Neill, Macy, and Leoni ail do adequately in their roles, 
but all three of them are underused. The bit about the 
Kirbys masquerading as tycoons is insipid; the part about 
their reconciliation is patently predictable, and the part 
about Grant’s Dr. Dolittle act is howlingly ridiculous. But 
people who go to see Jurassic Park Ii] are not there for 
character development, they want cool-looking dino- 
saurs, and that they will get in spades. So what am I

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ersonae that make up the movie industry spoiled 
pretentious directors. opportunistic publicists, 
ary producers, and - ahem - jaded critics. We first 
learn about the on- and offscreen couple to whom the title 
refers, sweethearts Eddie Thomas (Cusack) and Gwen 
Harrison (Zeta-Jones). Unfortunately, after making nu- 
merous successful films together, the famous couple has 
separated and Gwen has taken a new Spanish boyfriend 
(Hank Azaria). The split has not only disappointed the 
viewing public and the entire contingent of Hollywood 
producers, it has driven Eddie into hiding, and to the 
brink of insanity. We soon learn, however, that quirky 
and reclusive director Hal Wideman (Walken) has fin- 
ished work on the couple’s last film together, Time Over 
Time. Sensing a goiden opportunity to capitalize on the 
public’s Eddie & Gwen craving, producer Kingman (Tucci) 
hires publicist Lee (Crystal) to arrange a press junket, 
even though Wideman has not yet delivered the film. 

After some cajoling, Lee convinces Eddie and Gwen 
to appear at the junket together, telling the lovelorn 
Eddie that maybe Gwen will reconsider, while assuring 
Gwen that this will provide an opportunity to serve her 
divorce papers. Among her entourage is Gwen’s down-to- 
earth, formerly overweight sister Kiki (Roberts), who 
serves as assistant (i.e. personal slave) to the self- 
centered actress. After along and childish argument over 
whose limo should arrive first, they meet and begin a 
series of long and childish arguments over various other 
things, with Lee making the most of the controversy and 
Kiki acting as romantic go-between, until the director 
finally arrives with the mysterious film. 

The actors are obviously enjoying what they do here, 
as it appears they are intimately familiar with the kinds 
of personalities that inhabit what I like to cali Hollowwood. 
Cusack is effective as ever in his standard "psychotic nice 
guy role, and Zeta-Jones hams it up as the temperamen- 
tal Gwen. Crystal and Roberts are playing their stock 
characters (the ascerbically funny Jewish guy and the 
radiant but underappreciated nice girl, respectively), but 
they do it so well, it doesn’t matter that we’ve seen it a 
million times. Tucci is exceptionally funny in his few 
minutes of screen time, and Walken, well, Walken is 
Walken, perhaps the most perfectly cast actor in the filin 

as the spookily creative genius. One new thing this film 
offers is the chance to see Julia Roberts in fat makeup 
(well, not fat but overweight). Roberts has spent so many 
years looking perfect that it’s funny to see what she 
would look like as a frumpy 200-pounder. Overall, Crystal’s 
comment on his business is akin to Frank Oz’s Bowfinger, 
giving the film set a chance to laugh at themselves, but 
not digging so deeply as to draw blood. *k***%

It’s highly 
satisfying to see two great actors like De Niroand Brando 
interacting together in their first joint venture (no, The 
Godfather trilogy doesn’t count, since they weren’t in the 
same movie together).

As with 
Brando, there is no pressing need for her to be there, but 
Basseti justifies what little screen time she inhabits.

«Bamboo is shaped like 2 long 
e Stick with interspersed joints.

A Stinky Situation 


« We had a problem with a feral 
OQ) stomea sneaking through the 

door at night and urinating 
around the house. We’ve resolved 
that problem; however, we can’t rid 
the house completely of the urine 
smell because we can’t find all the 
areas he marked. Any ideas? 

«Spraying can definitely be a 

eproblem — and the lingering 
odor left behind is one of them. 

Most domesticated cats that spray in 
the house will usually choose the 
same areas to mark, making cleanup a 
bit easier (although such behavior is 
another problem eniirely). However, a 
feral cat that visits repeatedly might 
change the areas he or she marks, 
since this behavior establishes the 
cat's territory. 

In addition, your own cat might have 
felt threatened by the feral cat's intru- 
sion and may have started marking 
areas itself. Your cat may still be 
Spraying around the house, even 
though the intruder is gone. 

Assure your cat that he or she is still 
the “ruler of the house.” Provide lots 
of attention, affection and treats. 

At the same time, watch your cat 
closely for signs that he or she is more 
anxious than usual. If you can catch it 
in the act of spraying, you can work to 
correct the problem. 

Finding sprayed areas that are sever- 
al days old can be difficult. Check and 
clean areas along the inside perimeter 
of your home — especially the walls 
and the window molding. Also, since 
cats often spray upwards, clean items 
like piano legs, hanging coats and 
similar surfaces. In areas you know 
were marked, spray surfaces with cit- 
rus-scented product or a pheromone 
based aversion spray (available at 
most pet stores). This will help calm 
your cat 

I've heard that there is a spray-on 
product that, when viewed with an 
ultraviolet light, will reveal cat-urine 
spots. However, I haven't found any 
concrete information that this exists 
Readers, have any of you used a prod 
uct like this?

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three-week sprint to write a 
new farm bi'l by Congress's 
August the House 
Agriculture Committee re 
cently unveiled a “draft 
farm bill concept paper.” If 
the plan were enacted, it 
would continue much of 
current law bui provide pro- 
ducers with additional in- 
come support. 

Agriculture Committee 
chairman Larry Combest 
(R-Texas) and ranking 
member Charles Stenholm 
(D-Texas) authored the 
plan. They hope tc com- 
plete a bill by Aug. 3, when 
Congress goes home. The 
committee held hearings on 
the plan last week. The 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation was scheduled 
to testify. 

The draft proposal would 
mainiain the production 
flexibility of the 1996 farm 
law and continue the basic 
payment structure. But it 
would also provide new 
countercyclical assistance 
through an old mechanism: 
the target price and defi- 
ciency payment system that 
was in effect until 1997. 

Among the maior chang- 
es contained in the draft 
plan is an option for pro- 
ducers to update their base 
acres. Producers wouldn’t 
have to; they could either 
receive payments on their 
current program acres or 
the average acres planted to 
eligible crops during 1998- 
2001. Payments would be 
made on 85 percent of base 
acres. 

Another major change 
involves payments for oil- 
seeds, which the 1996 farm 
law didn’t provide. There 
would be a 34 cents per 
bushel payment rate for 
soybeans. Under the pro- 
posal’s countercyclical pay- 
ment provision, there would 
be a new soybean target 
price of $5.76 per bushel. 
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Farm Bill Plan 


[he soybean loan rate 
would drop from the cur 
rent $5.26 to $4.92 

Countercyclicalpayments 
would be based on target 
prices of $4 per bushel for 
wheat, $2.75 for corn, $2.61 
for sorghum, 72.9 cents per 
pound for upland cotton, 
and $10.71 per hundred- 
weight for rice — the target 
prices in effect in 1995. 
Transition (AMTA) pay- 
ment rates would be the 
same as for 2002. 

The draft proposal would 
extend the milk price sup- 
port of $9.90 per hundred- 
weight. A new unspecified 
peanut support program 
would be developed, provid- 
ing producers with about 
$340 million a year. A non- 
recourse loan program 
would be developed for 
wool and mohair producers. 

The draft plan would in- 
creas¢ spending on conser- 
vation programs by 75 per- 
cent, providing $15 billion 
over 10 years for various 
programs. The Environmen- 
tal Quality Incentives Pro- 
gram wouid see a big hike, 
with $1.2 billion in annual 
funding, half of which 
would be earmarked for 
livestock producers. The 
proposal also calls for an 
expanded conservation re- 
serve program, with a 40 
million acre enrollment. 

Regarding trade, the pro- 
posal calls for an increase 
in export promotion pro- 
grams. Spending for the 
Market Access Program 
would double, from $90 
million to $150 million a 
year. 


MDIA Forming 


Dairy Quality 
Mgmt. Alliance 


Efforts are under way in 
Annapolis and Washington 
to bring Maryland produc- 
ers into the Regional Dairy 
Quality Management Alli- 
ance. The goal of the alli- 
ance is to bring the resourc- 
es of Extension, veterinari- 
ans, academia, research, 
and financial managers to- 
gether in a team approach 
to assist dairy producers. 

The Maryland Dairy In- 
dustry Association (MDIA) 
is coordinating a meeting 
later this month with top 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture and University 
of Maryland officials to fi- 
nalize a plan for FY2002 
funding from the Maryland 
Generali Assembly. Five 
producers throughout the 
state are establishing teams 
to evaluate their operations 
in accordance with the pilot 
program. Several producers 
with MDIA would then 
serve as statewide coordina- 
tors of the progra:n.

House and Senate law 
makers are considering ex- 
tension of the $9.90/cwt 
price base for Class III and 
IV milk as the 107th Con- 
gress nears its summer re- 
cess. Supported by the 
Maryland Dairy Industry 
Association (MDIA) and 
other dairy producer groups 
in 1999 and 2000, Congress 
extended this floor price to 
its current deadline of De- 
cember 31, 2001. As debate 
gears up for a new five-year 
farm bill, there is general 


agreement that another 
$9.90 extension is needed to 
maintain production and 
market stability, aside from 
the Basic Formula Price. 

"Right now, producers 
are getting a better return 
for their Class {II milk than 
they were six to eight 
months ago," said MDIA’s 
Myron Wilhide. "However, 
we cannot rest on these 
laurels. As we know all too 
well, market prices can 
change at a moment’s n0- 
tice. Like dairy compacts, 
the $9.90/cwt figure is a 
safety net that siabilizes our 
production costs. MDIA is 
committed to keeping this 
figure in place until new 
adjustment formulas are 
worked out."

The win 
ter wheat crop, for example, 
is 94% harvested, which is 
10% more than the previ- 
ous week. Rye is also close 
to completion, with 92% 
harvested, progressing 15% 
over the previous week. 

The hot, dry conditions 
helped the row crops to 
progress ahead of schedule; 
however, moisture is need- 
ed to alieviate heat stress to 
corn and soybeans in many 
areas. Corn is 60% silked 
and 24% doughed, which is 
7% and 12% of the five- 
year average, respectively 
Soybeans are currently 28% 
bloomed, progressing 4% 
ahead of schedule. 

The arid conditions con- 
tinue to diminish soil mois- 
ture levels from the previ- 
ous week. As a result, the 
amount of topsoil moisture 
rated adequate this week 
decreased 23% from the 
previous week. Topsoil 
moisture is rated 6% very 
short, 41% short, 49% ade- 
quate, and 4% surplus.

Each spring | receive several calis from farmers wanting 
to know if they should apply a soil insecticide to control 
the Western Corn Rootworm. My response is, "Did you 
check for the presence of the acuit beetle in late July and 
August?" Taking time to monitor for the presence of the 
adult rootworm beetle (black with yellow strips) can save 
you severai dollars per acre and also reduce the risk of 
economic damage to the corn. Ii the beetles are present 
you will find them feeding on the silk. 

I suggest that you check your alfalfa for the Potato 
Leathopper. The weather conditions are very favorable for 
high populations and our close neighbors in Pennsylvania 
are reporting severe damage. 

Spider mites can cause severe damage to soybeans. I 
would recommend that you start checking now through 
August, especially during hot weather. Concentrate | on 


field borders and look for early signs of white stripping-# 


the base of the leaves.

spinach. Remember to restore fertility to the soil before 
planting your fall crops by working in a light layer of 
compost or aged manure or a small application of a 
complete chemical fertilizer. 

Shredded Chinese cabbage is a good, hot-weather 
substitute for lettuce in salads and sandwiches. A second 
crop may be started now for fall harvesting. 

Although tomatces are self-pollinating, they need 
movement to transfer pollen. If it is hot and calm for 
several days, gently shake plants for assured pollen 
transfer and fruit set. Hot temperatures can also interfere 
with blossom set. 

Cucumbers have a very short "vine-storage time." Under 
warm, humid conditions, the fruits on the vine may remain 
in prime condition less than one day. So pick early and 
often. 

For the best flavor, 2ick ripe tomatoes as needed; 
flavor peaks within three minutes of picking. If you must 
wait to use garden-fresh tomatoes, don’t refrigerate them. 
Fruit texture and some aroma compounds deteriorate 
quickly in the cold. 

Harvest sone green leaves with broccoli heads and 
stalks; the leaves have more vitamin A than the head and 
are richer in vitamin C, too. 

Try a slippery plastic fence for keeping raccoons out of 
vegetables, especially sweet corn. Construct one by 
stapling piastic sheeting (6 mil thickness) to stakes spaced 
every 10 feet so that the stakes are on the inside of the 
plastic, toward the corn. The plastic should be 30 to 36 
inches wide, and the lowermost 3 to 6 inches should rest 
on the ground. If you already have a fence round your 
garden, try using spring-type clothespins to clip the plastic 
to it. Put the fence up shortly before the > corn is ripe to 
ive ihe avimals less iime io figure i ii oul Raccoons trying 
to climb tne slippery plastic soon give up. 

One of the most important advantages of the home 
garden is the opportunity io have high-quality vegetables. 
Harvest your vegetables at the peak of maturity. Don’t 
allow them to become too old before you pick them. 
Harvest summer squash when it’s about 6 inches long. Use 
sweet corn as soon as it is picked. If it is held under warm 
conditions, the sugars change to starch, and the corn is 
much poorer in quality. 

Stop vine crops from taking over your garden or lawn 
by pinching off the fuzzy growing tips. This also directs 
the plant’s energy into ripening fruit rather than produc- 
ing more vine. 

Swiss chard can out produce the gardener. If it be- 
comes overmature, cut it back to about 4 ifiches. After 
cutting, it wiil send out tender, new leaves. 

If your potatoes are visible along the soil surface, the 
portion exposed to light will turn green. Green-skinned 
potatoes will taste bitter and can cause sickness, so protect 
tubers from light by covering them with soil or mulch. 

Pumpkin and squash blossoms are both beautiful and 
edible. To prepare squash or pumpkin blossoms, pick 
them after they open. Remove insects and dirt by washing 
and draining. Dip the blossoms in batter and fry until 
golden. 

Ornamental kales and cabbage are among the showiest 
of all winter plants, and as the weather cools, the color 
intensifies. Transplants of these beautiful vinter ornamien- 
tals are available at garden centers and nurseries 

Summer squash with a bitter taste should not be eaten 
as it may contain a natural toxin, curcurbitacin E, which 
can cause food poisoning symptoms, such as stomach 
cramps. Often these fruits are a result of self-seeded 
plants. Avoid this problem by not saving self-seeded 
squash plants. 

Turning cabbage a quarter to a half turn if they start to 
crack wil! reduce the water uptake that causes splitting. Or 
use a shovel to cut through the roots on one side of the 
plant. If that doesn’t work, better harvest them. 

Begin to sow. cover crops between rows and in vacated 
beds now. Sow ciover, rye, and vetch. These will return 
humus and nitrates to the soil when dug under later.

Dairy Compact 
Legislation Is 
Reintroduced 


The dairy industry is try 
ing again in Congress to ex 
pand the Northeast Dain 
Compact, which would in 
clude Maryland. Senator 
Arlen Specter (R-Pa.) offi 
cially introduced dairy com 


pact legislation in the U.S 
Senate on June 29. The 
measure, 5-115 arries 0 

official title, although its 
language would reauthorize 
existing Compact operations 
in New England, and would 


expand the program to oth- 
er Northeastern and South- 
eastern states. 

In 1998, the Maryland 
Dairy Industry Association 
(MDIA) worked with legis- 
lators in Annapolis to ap- 
prove Maryland's participa- 
tion as part of the North- 
east Dairy Compact region. 
Congress must pass formal 
legislation before Maryland 
cau Officially join the other 
states. The bill has been re- 
ferred to the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee, now chaired 
by dairy compact supporter 
Sen. Pat Leahy (D-Vt). 
Committee hearings were 
scheduled for July 19. The 
bill currently has 38 co- 
sponsors, including Mary- 
land Senators Sarbanes and 
Mikulski. 

HR-1827, “fhe Dairy 
Consumers & Producers 
Protection Act of 2001," is 
the companion bill in the 
U.S. House of Representa- 
tives, and was introduced 
on May 14. Aithough this 
measure has over 170 co- 
sponsors, including all eight 
of Maryiaud’s represeiita- 
tives, the measure faces two 
major burdles: HR-1827’s 
main sponsor, Rep. Asa 
Hutchinson (R-Ark.}, has 
been selected by President 
Bush to become the next 
administrator of the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration and may leave 
Congress. In addition, the 
House Judiciary Committee, 
unlike its Senate counter- 
part, is chaired by a staunch 
opponent of dairy com- 
pacts, Rep. James Sensen- 
brenner (R-Wis.). 

"No doubt our work is 
cut cut for us on this im- 
portant issue for Maryland 
dairymen," said MDIA pres- 
ident Myron Wiihide. "Al- 
though we have done a 
great job in covering our 
bases with the Maryland 
delegation, we must now 
work with other supporters 
to make sure that the politi- 
cal winds in Washington 
blow our way. Recent lead- 
ership changes in the Sen- 
ate and well-placed com- 
pact opponents in the 
House demonstrate that 
broad compact support does 
not always translate into 
immediate approval." 

MDIA has | indicated 
plans to continue working 
for passage of comprehen- 
sivé Gairy compact legisla- 
tion in Congress.

Sign-up also begins for a se 
arate quality loss program for apple and poiato grower 
Both programs compensate farmers who suffered at le “| 
a 20% loss in the quality of their crop. 

The new programs will help farmers who lost inco 
because of weather-related disasters that caused loss ¢ 
crop quality. Some specialty crops are not eligible, such 
ornamental nursery, Christmas trees, aquaculture, hone 
turf grass sod, maple sap, and ginseng. 

To qualify for program benefits, farmers must — 
the FSA office with proof of quality for their harvest 
crop. Examples of acceptable documentation include grad 
ing receipts, sales receipts, or university lab tests showin 
quality losses.

Downpour Inundates Southern GC; 
Volunteers Perform Water Rescues 


County roads crews make repairs in record time 


Severe and continuous 
downpours of rain last 
Thursday morning and af- 
ternoon resulted in flash 
flooding i parts of Garrett 
County, chiefly in the 
southern end, where the 
Youghiogheny and other 
waterways overflowed. In 
the span of a few hours, 3 
to 5 inches of rain came 
down, with reports of more 
in the most southern parts 
of the couuty. 

The roads apparently 
sustained most of the major 
damage caused by the high 
waters, although a number 
of residents requested assis- 
tance to pamp out their 
flooded baseinents as well. 
No injuries were reported, 
but four individuals were 
rescuvd from the high wate: 
by the county’s emergency 
personnel. 

According to reports 
from Garrett County Emer- 
gency Management, the 
Gorman and Bayard volun- 
teer fire departments were 
called at approximately 1:3U 
p.m. for a water rescue at 
the Old Mill Restaurant in 
Gorman. The _ volunteers 
tied ropes to themselves 
and used a ladder to reach 
a victim trapped inside the 
establishment. The rescve 
was effecied with no prob- 
lems, according to the re- 
port. 

Later in the afternoon at 
approximately 3:15, the 
Oakland and Aurora VFDs, 
along with the Southern 
Garrett County’ Rescue 
Squad, were called to 
Mansfield Road south of 
Oakland, where two individ- 
uals were trapped in a 
pickup in high water. Ap- 
parently, the driver had 
attempted to cross the deep 
water, but the pickup was 


swept iuto a field by the 
rushing waters.

Growth Projected 
At 20 Percent 


Garrett Community Col- 
lege’s student enrollment 
could grow by as much as 
20 percent over the next 10 
years, according to a report 
released this week by tlie 
Maryland Higher Education 
Commission. The projection 
is in line with other esti- 
mates in the report, which 
indicates that higher educa- 
tion at public institutions of 
all types —— community col- 
leges, on-line enrollments, 
and four-year colleges and 
universities — could rise by 
27 percent over the next de- 
cade. 

In GCC’s case, the re- 
port stated that the 685 en- 
roliment figure of last fall, 
which included 355 full-time 
students and 330 part-time 
students, could reach 469 
full-time students and 350 
part-time students by 2010, 
for a total of 819 students. 
This 20 percent increase is 
more than the 16 percent 
rise projected for all the 
state’s community colleges 
as a whole. 


"An enrollment increase 
of 20 percent would be a 
welcome development, be- 
cause that would mean we 
were serving more Garrett 
County residents,” college 
president Dr. Stephen Her- 
man commented. "It should 
also help our funding situa 
tion should 


oecause we

Also, Garrett County has 
an ordinance stating dogs 
must be licensed, people 
breeding animals must have 
a license, and any unspayed 
female in heat must be kept 
in a contained building.

laws for many, many years. 
In fact, our omens Soci- 
ety has been active for 
nearly 18 years, and I have 
taken many people to court 
for animal A acs 4 The main 
purpose of the Garrett 
County Humane Society is 
to prevent cruelty to ani- 
mais.

We have had some dogs go 
insane and they had to 
shot, as we could not get 
close enough to untie them.

Our next purpose is to 
help pet owners with spay 
ingusatesing. Thousands of

AU REVOIR 

Perhaps you have noticed that I have not said much 
about the garden this year. There is a reason for that. I 
have known since last December that i would be away for 
ihe heart of the summer, six weeks and six days. 

Last summer I applied for a pastoral sabbatical grant to 

work on a project called "The Contemplative Congrega- 
tion: Moving Monasticism Out of Doors." On December 
1 the Louisville Institute — a child of the Lilly Fund — 
informed me that they had awarded me the grant in sup- 
port of 12 weeks of sabbatical, six weeks in 2001 and six 
weeks in 2002. 
_ , For the seven intervening months i have been making 
travel plans. First stop is Paris. I plan to spend 27 days in 
France and then 21 days in Great Britain visiting monas- 
teries and monastic sites. 

St. Benedict (480-550 A.D.) wrote his Rule for Chris- 
tian communities of either men or women. His work de- 
pended heavily on the rules of other Christian leaders, but 
there is a special genius in St. Benedict’s work. The Rule 
of St. Benedict is the constitution for monasieries througii- 
out the western tradition of Christianity, which now in- 
cludes all parts of the globe except certain areas of east- 
ern Europe and east Asia. 

Apari from my religious interest, which is considerable, 
I have a strong politica] interest in The Rule. It is so adap- 
table that it has been successfully applied in every century, 
on every continent, and under every kind of government 
and economy from the 16th century through the 21st. 
That is not a bad run for a form of community which pre- 
supposes celibacy. 

Three monasteries — two in France and one in Scot- 
land — have each agreed to have me as a guest for a 
week. I have visited several monasteries before, but never 
for a period of a week, and never three in series. I hope 
to have a better idea about monasticism when I finish, 
from the inside out. 

Monastic sites are building or ruins which were once 
monasteries, but which are no longer. For example, in 
Paris there is St. Deais, now a church. In Normandy there 
is Mont St. Michel, now a museum. in the countryside of 
Yorkshire there is Rievaulx, now a ruins. Buildings and 
even —- and sometimes especially — ruins of buildiags 
have their own story to tell. I shall probably visit about a 
dozen such monastic sites. 

The grant is a lovely thing, but the best part of it is that 
the Louisville Institute does not care how I spend the 
money. That is between the IRS and me. The institute 
does hold me accountable for the work I said I would do, 
but in the case of my project, that is like making sure I 
eat my ice cream cone. 

For the first 12 days of the sabbatical, my son Nick is 
accompanying me. He is nearly 16, and is just taller than 
I. He is a companionable young man who has grown up a 
great deal in many different ways these past six months. 
We are looking forward to the time together. 

The first 12 days, then, will be mostly vacation, though 
Nick will get to visit four of my 12 monastic sites. We 
shall also have time at the D-Day beaches in Normandy 
and a leisurely journey up the I oire River valley from the 
Atlantic Ocean to the home of one of the world’s most 
beautiful cathedrals, Chartres. 

Though I am excited about this new adventure, which 
a committee somewhere thought worthy enough to pay 
for, leaving home is never easy for me. I love my home 
and the domestic routine. 

The last hours here before my departure are filled with 
emotion. [he privet is in its final days of bloom. The 
house is filled with the fragrance of sweet decay. Privet 
has come to smell like "good-bye." Any journey has the 
potential of arriving at an unexpected destination. The 
journey which is also a pilgrimage enlarges the possibility 
of going where one did not expect to go or of arriving 
when or how very other than one had thought possible. 

Looking at the world around us and at those dearest to 
us as if it were the last time is a good exercise. One gains 
a new perspective thereby. It is also good practice, be- 
cause one day each of us shall have one last glimpse be- 
fore disappearing behind a curtain from which there are 
confident reports, but no certain knowledge. Like a fire 
drill, practicing for that moment helps us to know what to 
MY WHOM beet MNCL Ie GAyY BUI.

I must admit, at the risk of ruining ry credibility as . 


a movie critic, that ] never cared rauch for Planet Cf The 
Apes, even the 1968 version. Although i admit it was, at 
the time, a marvel in the field of make-up (for which John 
Chambers won an Oscar, and rightly so), I thought the 
whole concept was rather dumb and Charlton Heston’s 
acting way over the top. But at least the ’68 version tried 
to be intelligent. Tim Burton’s remake is just dumb. 

I think what amazes me most is that so many 
talented, high-caliber actors chose not only to be involved 
but to appear in make-up that renders them unrecogniz 
able. Tim Roth, who did such amazing work in Reservior 
Dogs and Rob Roy, Michael Clarke Duncan, nominated 
for Best Supporting Actorin The Green Mile, and perhaps 
the most amazing choice, period filra veteran Helena 
Bonham Carter, who has proven her thespian eloquence 
so many times — why, they’re all just a bunch of apes.

When Davidson, desiring to escape from quasi 
comic orangutan slave trader Limbo (Pauli Giamatti), 
discovers Ari's humanistic sensibilities, he convinces her 
to set him free, a crime punishable by the revocation of 
the government’s monthly delousing rights. 

Led by the arrogant and cartoonishly evil Genera! 
Thade (Roth, with a snarl built right into his rubber 
mask), and his right-paw man Attar (Duncan), the mili- 
tary snaps into action to find the uppity human and his 
rule-breaking gorilla-friend and beat them into a pulp (in 
this version, the army doesn’t own a gun). Also present 
is fabulous blonde Estella Warren (Driven), reprising her 
role as The Fabulous Blonde, original P/anet-man Heston, 
mercifully covered in make-up as a dying simian elder, 
and various other damn, dirty apes 

This movie makes a lame attempt at addressing the 
issue of slavery, but I’ve seen better scripts, and better 
characters, on my kids’ Saturday morning TV. The 
screenplay, by William Broyles Jr., Lawrence Konner, 
and Mark Rosenthal (based on Pierre Boulle’s original 
novel), is as heavy-handed as they come, blending a 
childishly simplistic take on complex moral issues with 
various lapses in logic regarding ape behavior. I mean, 
are you telling me that an entire army of sophisticated 
warriors can be defeated just because they're afraid to 
step into a chest-deep puddle of water? Come on 

Of course, the film is at least visually intere 
Burton’s talent for dark spectacle remains his 
point, and Carter at least tries some subtlety in her late 
beleaguered acting. But overall, this is an overpai id 
over-hyped, and oversimplified retelling of an already 
questionable story. **

THE ANNIVERSARY PARTY

The Anniversary Party is one of those movies that 
will get great notices but will flop at the box office. It is 
an actor’s movie, a director’s movie, and a critic’s movie, 
because it contains some of the most intense acting 
currently available on the big screen (much of it ad- 
libbed), but not the type of film properly appreciated by 
the majority of moviegoers, because it doesn’t have much 
ofaplot. Itisacharacter-driven ensemble film with about 
a dozen people sharing practically equal roles, except for 
its two leads, Alan Cumming and Jennifer Jason Leigh, 
whoserve not only as the filin’s onscreen focal couple, but 
as its co-writers, co-directors, and co-producers.

A very private 
couple, they have invited only their closest friends, 
including Oscar-winning actor Cal Gold (Kevin Kline) and 
his wife Sophia (Kline’s real wife Phoebe Cates), famous 
actress Skye Davidson (Gwyneth Paltrow), who has just 
agreed to star in Joe’s upcoming directorial debut (a film 
adaptation of one of his novels), and director Mac Forsyth 
(John C, Reilly), whois currently directing Sally and Cai 
in a film together.

self developed in 1881 as a 
summer place for religious 
and cultural experiences 
and flourished as a "moun- 
tain Chautauqua” unctil the 
end of World War I. Tennis 
courts were built shortly af- 
ter the turn of the century 
with monies collected by 
the Women’s Civic Club of 
Mountain Lake Park.

general assumption that the 
DNR is not listening. 

"We've always had peo- 
ple coming upon bears out 
in the less populated areas, 
but now the bears are com- 
ing into established residen- 
tial places and people are 
very concerned," Edwards 
said. “The DNR _ people 
come out and tell the folks 
to take down their bird 
feeders and that’s about all 
that happens. And _ these 
incidents are at homes 
where they’ve always had 
bird feeders and never had 
probiems betore. People get 
the impression that the 
DNR is insensitive to their 
concerns." 

Commissioner Ernest 
Gregg told Taylor-Rogers 
that the local view of the 
DNR’s recent bear count, 
which was about 275, "is a 
joke." He contended that

Gregg noted that some 
people do not want to kill 
bears, but many support the 
animals’ relocation. Ed- 
wards echoed that plan and 
stated that he has long 
requested the relccation of 
the animals to other com- 
patible habitats within the 
state. He said he has heard 
from reliable sources that 
DNR will not relocate bears 
into areas where people 
don’! want them. 

"DNR doesn’t seem to 
mind if Garrett Countians 
don’t want them," he said. 

Taylor-Rogers said the 
problem is not being ig- 
nored by the DNR, and 
that she would talk with 
locai DNR officials to dis- 
cuss improvements in re- 
sponse methods. 

"What you are saying is 
not falling on: deaf ears," 
she said. The secretary said 
the issue is a political one, 
with animal rights groups 
having strong leverage in 
Annapolis. 

"Many people do not 
have the understanding you 
do, having to live day to day 
with the bears. I can cer- 
tainly look at how we're 
dealing with the com- 
plaints," she said. 

The secretary said a bear 
advisory committee is going 
to be established soon, with 
members being sought this 
month. It is to be a 12- to 
15-member group that is to 
look at the bear situation 
throughout the state. She 
assured the local contingent 
that the committee would

3:2-4), Isaiah 
in the temple and Jacob by the 
River Jabbok (Gen. 32:22-30). But 
the Bible also tells us of the still, 


small voice that spoke to Elijah (1 
Kings 19:12) and the tender night 
voice that disturbed Samuel's 


sleep (1 Sam. 3:9,19). There are 
“burning bush” people and “‘still 

small voice” people, but it is God 
who matches the form to the 
message and the person to whom 
the message is addressed 

Beg Your Pardon? 

[ have had a few calls from God 
that, although they weren't on the 
ievel of burning bush, certainly 
were several degrees more than 
the still, small voice. But most of 
the calling that God does to me 
coines in the “Aha!” thought that 
springs to my mind, a nagging 
conscience and sometimes a 
subtie, muted voice that i eventu- 
ally identify as that of my Creator 
Sometimes, when someone says 
something to me I have to reply, 
“I beg your pardon.” But, even 
before they reply, the words 
spoken suddenly for in my mind, 
like a picture coming into focus. I 
presume all of us have this

That's what happened to 
Isaiah. His first reaction to his 
vision was: “Woe is me! For | am 
lost, for | am a man of unclean 
lips, and [ dwell in the midst of a 
peuple of unclean lips, for my eyes 
have seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts” (6:5). We are scared of 
repentance, but that is only 
because we do not cealize that 
what lies beyond it is forgiveness 
“Behold, this (burning coal) has ‘ 
touched your lips; your guilt ts 
taken away and your sin 

forgiven’’ (6:7) 

After Forgiveness 
Forgiven, we are usually called to 
a task. When God calls us it may 
be for either a small task or a large 
transformaton. Ifit is a life-chang 
ing call, we are less likely to 
acknowledge that we hear it 
Isaac's life was transformed in his 
temple experience because he was 
responsive to the voice of God 
The Lord had a really tough job 
for him to perform and his life 
would never be the same if he ac- 
cepted it. The message God gave 
him was grim: “Go, and say to this 
people: ‘Hear and hear, but do not 
understand; see and see, but do 
not perceive.” Make the heart of 
this people fat, and their ears 
heavy, and shut their eyes; lest 
they see with their eyes, and hear 
with their ears, and understand 
with Weir hearts, and turn and be 
healed” (Is. 6:9,10)

Initial preparation of the 
wetland site took place in 
the fall of 1999. The site, 
located on the south side of 
Pride Parkway, across from 
the stadium parking lot, 
presented the besi chance 
of becoming a functioning 
wetland because of its soils 
and hydrology. With the 
soil and water in place, it 
was time to add the iast 
element that would trans- 
form the site into a true 
wetland — the plants. 

On a Saturday morning 
in the spring of 2000, a 
team of NHS student, staff, 
and parent volunteers, plus 
several state and local wet- 
land experts, planted the .7 
acre site.

Sunsets fall back fr 
p.m. to 7:50 p The earliest time to se 
Mars and the brighter stars is about 40 minutes 
set. August is often the hottest month even though our 
part of the world receives the most sunlight in late June 

for the Earth is a huge storehouse of heat energy, 
which lags about 6-8 weeks behind in its response to solar 
energy. This lag is also why February tends to be our cold- 
est month even though our least solar energy is in late 
December. 

THE MOON — The moon grows to full the evening of 
Aug. 3 and hangs in the sky a!’ night long. A week into 
August, the moon has fled the ealy evening sky and has 
started to noticeably shrink in Jighted width. On Aug. 12 
the moon appears half full in the southern dawn sky. 
Starting on Aug. 14 the moon begins a series of encoun- 
ters with the morning planets; on the 14th, the moon will 
be near Saturn, near Jupiter on the 15th, and near Venus 
on the i6th. The moon then drops out of sight for a few 
days, lost in the sun’s glare. The moon returns io the 
western dusk Aug. 21 as a slender crescent. The moon 
reaches half full phase Aug. 25, and the next night, ap- 
pears above the planet Mars in the southwestern evening 
sky. 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Our five most nearest 
planetary neighbors appear as points of light that shine 
more steadily than the twinkling night stars. But if a plan- 
et appears very close to the horizou or. if it’s windy, even 
the planet’s light may flicker. In August, the planet Mars 
is the sole evening planet, shining iow in the southwest 
above the stinger of the Scorpion. The brilliant planet Vo- 
nus dominates August dawns. On Aug. 5 and 6 the bright 
planet Jupiter will appear only about a degree (two moon 
widths) from Venus. Then the two planets will slowly sep- 
arate, with Venus dropping a little each week while Jupi- 
ter appears higher. Above and to the right of Venus and 
Jupiter is the duller planet Saturn. The planet Mercury 
will be difficult to see in August, having passed in back of 
the sun early in the month.

The sewing machine is an 18th-cen- 
tury idea that ranks as one of the major 
inventions in history. There were 
many men whose companies made 
sewing machines in the 1850s, inciud- 
ing Elias Howe, Isaac Singer and 
Allen Wilson. Collectors want any 
unusual sewing machines made in 
past years. 

Shaw & Ciark was a company work- 
ing in Biddeford, Maine, in the 1860s. 
The firm made seven different styles 
of machines. Refore the company 
moved to Chicopee Falls, Mass., in 
1867, it had manufactured about 
30,000 liand-operated machines. The 
earlier machines seem to have the 
lowest model numbers. The company 
either changed its name or went out of 
business. Any machine by Shaw & 
Clark in good condition will sell for 
thousands of dollars.

Cove Run Farms Corn Maze To Agencies Request 
Welcome First Guests Friday 


A brand wew attraction 
for both tourists and local 
residents wiil open in Gar- 
rett County tomorrow, as 
Bob and Alice Bender, 
owners of Cove Run Farms, 
have completed work on 
the county’s one and only 
corn maze and will welcome 
their first guests this Friday, 
Aug. 10. The maze covers 
over four acres and includes 
nearly 1% miles of paths, 
many of which dead end, 
forcing the walker to turn 
around and try another 
route. 

High-tech methods were 
used to create the maze, as 
students at Garrett Commiu- 
nity College employed the 
global positioning satellite, 
or GPS, system to design 
the routes. The GPS uses a 
network of satellites and a 
special hand-held monitor 
to precisely pinpoint places 
on the ground. Derrick 
Bender, son of Bob and 
Alice, and fellow GCC stu- 
dent April Enlow used the 
GPS to design the maze 
and indicate where the 
paths were to be cut. 

The maze includes not 
only the many trails, but 
also a cut-out silhouette of 
the "Got Milk" logo and of 
that of a dairy cow. The

Therefore, com- 
pany officials concluded 
that it would be more cost 
effective to upgrade treat- 
ment facilities at the Allen- 
town, Pa., plant, which 
utilizes six different springs 
in the Lehigh Valley area 
and has 7 to 8 times the 
production capacity of the 
Deer Park facility. Built in 
1995, the Allentown facility 
is about 500,000 square feet 


in size. The Deer Park 
facility is about 14,000 
square feet. 


During the discussion, 
Fisher told the commission- 
ers that Perrier would 
"mothbail" the Deer Park 
facility, keeping the equip- 
ment intact in case the 
facility is needed at some 
point in the future. He also 
stated that Perrier has not 
ruled out reactivating the 
facility at some point in the 
future ifAwhen a case can be 
made to do so. Perrier will 
continue to sell water from 
the Deer Park Boiling 
Spring to Tyler Mountain.

INVASIONS AND TAPESTRIES 

After three days of seeing the sights of Paris, my son 
Nick and I headed for Normandy. We took the train to 
Rouen, where we rented a car and drove to Bayeux. 

There are lots of reasons to appreciate Bayeux, but the 
most immediate connection for Americans are the nearby 
D-Day beaches and the many museums related to the in- 
vasion of Normandy on June 6, 1944. 

We began our exploration ai the nearby, end much 
larger, city of Caen, where there is a splendid Memorial 
Museum which depicts the events of D-Day, as well as the 
larger picture of European relations during the 20th cen- 
tury. 

The centerpiece of the visit consists of three different 
films, shown silently and taken, largely, from actual foot- 
age filmed on D-Day and the weeks following. What 
emerged for me from those films was how much the 
French hated the Germans. They preferred to have their 
cities leveled and free than to having them standing and 
occupied by the Germans. 

After the Allies took Caen from the Germans, two- 
thirds of the citizens were homeless. From the photo- 
graphs we saw, it is difficult to imagine where the other 
third lived. Caen was a continuous wasteland of rubble. 

We visited some of the beaches. If I were to visit Nor- 
mandy again, I would allow an entire day for visiting the 
beaches. The countryside is so beautiful. To drive through 
the farms and country villages which run down to the sea 
is a pleasure by itself. Then one wants to walk the cliffs 
and beaches, just to soak up the atmosphere of those plac- 
es. 

On seeing the craters made by the shells launched from 
Allied naval vessels, one realizes that, for all the terrible 
struggle that D-Day meant for the Allies, it was no picnic 
for the Germans. They demonstrated their share of brav- 
ery that day, too. 

Most moving of all was our visit to the American ceme- 
tery above Omaha Beach. Thousands of marble crosses 
and stars of David mark the graves of our dead heroes. In 
their silent witness one can imagine their battle cry of that 
immortal day. The markers which touched me most poign- 
antly were those on which are inscribed these words: "A 
comrade in arms whose name is known only to God." 

What makes the Allied invasion of Normandy a great 
historical fascination is the symmetry it provides to the 
second millennium. It was an invasion launched from Eng- 
land to conquer Normandy, and, ultimately, Europe. Al- 
most 900 years earlier, in 1066, the Normans launched an 
invasion from Normandy to conquer England. Both inva- 
sions were successful. Both shaped the destiny of nations 
and of the world. 

Bayeux is a central point for the Norman invasion of 
England, as well as the Allied invasion of Normandy. The 
half-brother of William the Conqueror (of 1066) was Odo, 
Bishop of Bayeux. Odo was one of the fighting bishops of 
the Middle Ages. He sailed and rode with his brother in 
the conquest of England, and wanted an appropriate sou- 
venir. 

Odo commissioned a fabulous tapestry about half a 
yard wide and about 270 feet long. He intended the tap- 
estry to be hung around the interior of his cathedral on 
high feast days so that all could see the events depicted 
which contributed to his brother’s great victory. 

There is a museum in Bayeux which now houses the 
tapestry. It is a stunning work of art. The embroidery is on 
white linen, which makes the whoie of it more appealing 
to the eye than the usual tapestry, which is often too busy 
to be looked at for long. The characters and their doings 
stand out clearly, drawn as they are in variously colored 
threads. : 

There are two invasions and two tapestries, too. The 
D-Day invasion has its own tapestry in the form of the 
film The Longest Day. That is a celluloid tapestry, in which 
hundreds of different events are depicted, but which the 
viewer must put together in order to conceive the total 
picture of what happened on that day. 

In 900 years the technologies of war had changed, so 
had the technologies of tapestry. The original celluloid of 
the film will dissolve, perhaps has already dissolved, but 
the images have been transferred to other media. The 
original Bayeux tapestry of the Norman invasion of Eng- 
land is still nearly perfectly intact. For several centuries, 
though, the images it bears would have been lost if the 
tapestry had been ‘ost. Today that tapestry too has been 
reproduced in the form of other tapestries and onto re- 
productions as varied as postcards and silk scarves 

There were, then, those two invasions, and there are 
ie (Wo Lapesines which Cuilures YUU years apart rendered 


for posterity.

Bedtime is iax, clothing is op- 
tional (to a point), and those Velcro-clasp sandals are so 
handy. They help keep those piles of white socks at bay 
for a few months. The neighborhood in which we live has 
suddenly come alive with lots of kids, and they tend to 
gather on our back deck to plan out the evenings’ games, 
like TV tag (yes, they stili play that) or war, which is a 
really loud, screaming kind of game that involves simulat- 
ed gun blasts. John and | are pacifistic people to have 
such war-mongering children, but we can both recall play- 
ing a similar game in our youth. I was generally relegated 
to "nurse" by my brothers, though. I didn’t see much ac- 
tion. They always sent me on reconnaissance missioas to 
the kitchen to bring them ice water, which made me feel 
important at first, until I caught on. Dumb brothers. 

The kids sometimes leap around our adjoining yards to 
catch lightning bugs and incarcerate them in a Mason jar 
for a few hours. (I usually sneak out later to spring them.) 
They run and screain and laugh until it’s too dark to see, 
at about 9:15 or so, and then they drag in and assert that 
they are not tired, it’s summer, can they watch TV? Be- 
cause it’s summer and they rarely have to get up early, we 
often let them relax in front of the idiot box for a little 
while, just to come down from strenuous warfare aud bug 
arrests. Their feet are always grass-stained and dirty, and 
with the temperatures these days, their hair gets wildly 
curly and damp. But the suggestion of baths is always met 
with great cries of anguish. Why do little boys hate to 
bathe? What is so horrible about getting washed off? 
You'd think we were asking them to roll around in olive 
oil or something. "But we went swimming!" they wail, if 
they've been to my parents’ pool that day. "We're clean!" 
whines the crusty trio. Sometimes, — say, if we can tell 
their mugs apart — we give in. But when they are so gross 
we don’t want to hug them goodnight, well, there has to 
be some soap and water action. And there’s hardly any- 
thing sweeter than three clean boys in night shirts, their 
hair and skin smeiling l'ke soap and their eyes heavy with 
sleepiness. Wow, they're cute when they doze off. And 
they're really quiet, too. Yay. 

No, I don’t want summer to go yet. It’s a little hot this 
week, but we always have a week or two when we really 
sweat here in the mountains. But hey, just like snow- 
storms, it gives us something to talk about. it will soon 
pass and we'll be back to our friendly 75-degree days and 
60-degree nights. The lilies and glads are at fuli tilt now, 
and the grasses are lush and tall. Apples and peaches are 
ripening, ard the corn is just about ready to pick. Soon we 
can rush to local farms, buy corn on the day it was picked, 
throw it in boiling water for about eight minutes, and then 
have a treat that makes us all corn snobs for the rest of 
the year. Put that alongside fresh tomato and cucumber 
slices, green beans, and new beets — well, you just can’i 
beat fresh produce, especially the stuff grown around 
here. 

Then there’s swimming. Boy, do I hate to say goodbye 
to that. My parents built a pool when I was just 3. So all 
my life, summer has meant water play. I tell my boys how 
I would wake up in the morning and just put on my bath- 
ing suit, and how I would swim underwater all the time 
and pretend I was a dolphin. (I decided early in my life 
that if there is such a thing as reincarnation, I will have to 
come back as a dolphin. They seem to have such fun, and 
they're smart enough to know it.) Now I swim at Mom 
and Dad’s with the boys. I like to steep in memories of 
the early days, and my recollections are always aided by 
the faint scent of chlorine and tiny sizzling sound that 
rises when water hits the hot cement. I love to be im- 
inersed, hanging upside-down in the deep end and letting 
my hair float all around me. Such cool, still solitude. 
When I was small, I wished so hard to be able to breathe 
under there. That would have been perfect. 

I love summer, especially here in Garrett County. But 
the fair is coming, so the season is winding down. Soon we 
will bustle all three kids to school for the first time, and I 
will revel in the quiet. But I will miss the boy-noise, and 
I will miss the water. I’m glad there are more than two 
weeks to go before life shifts again. In these two weeks I 
hope we bask in the sun, loll in the water, and etch new 
memories of summer bliss.

You see, as it turns out, she is really actress and con 
woman Bonnie Castle, whose lover and lifelong actor 
friend Billy (Thomas Jane) not only has complete emo- 
tional and psychological control over her but is getting 
great notices as Satan in the local theatre production. 
Together, the two enact a plan to take Luis for ail he’s 
worth, but Bonnie’s growing affection for the lovable lug 
and his immense gullibility begins to get in the way. 
The film is based on the novel Waltz Into Darkness by 
the famous late thriller-meister Cornell Woolrich (a.k.a. 
William Irish); it is adapted for the screen by directox 
Cristofer. While the story itself could be quite intriguing, 
Cristofer has great difficulty transiating it into believable 
dialogue and in generating any real tension among his 
good-looking but emotionally stunted cast. Jolie and 
Banderas never seem to really like each other, or in fact 
even look at each other, aithough she is supposed to be 
steadily falling for him as the action progresses. There is 
enough technique between them to render some ad 
equate exchanges, but too much has been left to rest on 
their shoulders. Meanwhile, alongside them, Jane just 
looks like a hack with a fake moustache. On the technical 
side, the film is visually pretty, with rich period accoutre- 
ments and Hispanic atmosphere. Butif you're looking for 
an intelligent thriller, you may be disappointed. *** 4 


RUSH HOUR 2 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:30 - Released 8/3/01 

Director Brett Ratner obviously knows a good thing 
when he sees it. The success of 1998’s buddy cop comedy 
Rush Hour, his breakthrough as a director, left little 
question as to whether there would be sequels. The only 
question is, how many? Answer: however many the 
market will bear. 

Ratner’s Rush Hour 2 reunites Chinese kung fu 
superstar Jackie Chan and Eddie Murphy-school 
funnyman Chris Tucker for another action-filied romp, 
this time spiit between the streets of Hong Kong and 
those of L.A. It begins in the Asian metropolis, where 
LAPD detective James Carter (Tucker) is visiting his old 
pal, Detective Inspector Lee (Chan) while on vacation 
there. Unfortunately, lnsvector Lee is not on vacation, 
and when the American embassy is bombed and two 
agents are killed, Lee is forced to get back to work. Since 
the agents were Americans, Carter also has an interest 
inthe case, and soon the two are working together again, 
kicking and punching their way through several groups 
of Chinese thugs in order to get information. When their 
quarry, crime lord Ricky Tan (John Lone) makes his 
getaway to the states, the intrepid Chinese inspector and 
his wisecracking counterpart follow, tailing Tan to L.A. 
and finally cornering him at a Las Vegas casino owned by 
influential American Steven Reign (a strangely out-of- 
place Alan King), who seems to be in on the deal. Also 
present are Ricky’s high-kicking fema'e accomplice Hu 
Li (Ziyi Zhang, Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon) and 
Latina femme fatale Isabella Molina (Roselyn Sanchez), 
who may or may not be working for Reign. 

I daresay this film is more enjoyable than its prede- 
cessor, which seemed like recycled material at best, 
since Chan and Tucker are more relaxed together and an 
aura of friendship clearly exists between them. They 
seem to be moving into their own realm now rather than 
riding on the coattails of other comic police duos. The 
screenplay for this film is by Jeff Nathanson, who has 
capitalized on the odd couple scenario, but director 
Ratner has wisely chosen not to stay rigidly bound to the 
text, allowing Chan and Tucker to ad-lib much of the 
comedy. Meanwhile, the kung fu is, of course, amazing, 
especially considering that unlike many recent martial 
arts filmmakers, Chan does not use any special effects to 
enhance the look of his combat, and in fact does all his 
own stunts. Fans of the martial arts will enjoy battles in 
several locations, including a massage parlor, a luxury 
yacht, a casino, and atop some precarious-looking bam- 
boo seaffolding. Chan’s athletic and gymnastic ability is, 
as usual, quite impressive cleverly using furniture and 
other nearby objects to aid in his well-choreographed 
fighting. This is made all the more evident when one sees 
the traditional closing credit outtakes, wherein he occa- 
sionally misses his mark and falls on his face or some

by romantic comedy veteran Garry Marshall, is certainly 
a step in the right direction. Far from a showcase of 
thespianism, the film offers a simple, sweet, idealistic 
plot line and a few fun little diversions, with adequate 
work by Anne Hathaway and several other teen actors 
and a thoroughly dignified performance by family-film 
icon Julie Andrews. Its story, adapted by Gina Wendkos 
from the novel by Meg Cabot, represents what Disney 
executives probably assume is every young girl's dream: 
to become a princess. Aaack. Excuse me.

Mia Thermopolis, whose puke-inducing fear of public 
speaking makes us wonder why she enrolled in debating 
class at San Francisco’s Anthony Grove High School.

Earning a degree involves 
learning information, usual- 
ly through rote repetition to 
take an exam and earn a 
grade. Acquiring knowledge 
involves deep processing, 
being actively invoived in 
the learning process, and 
making information person- 
ally relevant so that it can 
be used for purposes other 
than earning a grade."

Garrett County 
History Course 


REV. JOHN GRANT 


A six-sossion course in 
Garrett County history will ¢ 
be offered by the Continu- 
ing Education Division of 
Garrett Community College 
this fall, according to a col- 


lege spokesperson. The 
course will be taught by the 
Rev. John A. Grant, local 
historian and editor of the 
Glades Star for the Garrett 
County Historical Society. 

The class will meet on 
Tuesdays, from 4:30 to 6:30 
p.m., beginning September 
11 and ending October 16, 
with the first session at the 
college, and subsequent ses- 
sions on field trips to vari- 
ous sites of historical im- 
portance. Class members 
will meet at an agreed upon 
location and car pool to the 
areas being studied. 

The first 
will be a general overview 
of the course with a slide 
presentation focusing on 
the history of the geological 
deposits, Indian trails, and 
settlements in Garrett 
County. The second session 
will focus on the early set- 
tlers, with a trip to Accident 
and Friendsville, weather 
permitting. On this trip stu- 
dents will visit the Drane 
House, Kaese’s Mill, the 
furnace site of the Youghio- 
gheny Iron Company on 
Bear Creek, and the 
Friendsville Museum. 

A trip to the Kitzmiller 
area is planned for the third 
session, titled "Changing 
Patterns in Garrett County." 
The class will stop at the 
Wilson settlement on the 
railroad, Vindex, Kitzmiller, 
and Eagle Rock. 

"Colonial History" will be 
the topic of the fourth ses- 
sion, with a trip planned to 
Jennings, Little Meadows, 
and Penn Alps. The fifth 
session will present "Indus-

A surge in the number of 
job seekers created an ex- 
pected worker surplus in 
the state, intensifying job 
competition and moving the 
unemployment rate up from

percent in June. Nationally, 
unemployment was _ also 
higher in June, advancing 
by 9.6 percentage points to 
4.7 percent. Locally, labor

Search your garage and attic. Old 
fishing-gear prices have sailed out of 
sight. Reels, rods, lures, tackle and 
even tackle boxes are being collected. 

Fishing reels are separated into 
groups by age and type. The early- 
American reels made from about 1800 
to 1875 were handinade by reelsmiths. 
The Golden Age of ree's is from 1875 
to 1900, when early machine-made 
reels were produced. Reels made from 
1900 to 1930 are part of the “expan- 
Sicn age,” when many more manufac- 
turers worked in the United States. 
And 1939 to the 1950, is the era of 
technical advances in the use of plas- 
tics, new alloys and mechanized man- 
ufacturing inethods. 

Prices are generally highest for the 
rare, early reels. The reels made before 
1875 were usually made of brass or 
even silver. Later, fire reels were 
made of nickel, or “German silver.” 
Some early reels were signed by the 
reelsmiths. Some were inscribed as 
gifts for special occasions. Later reels 
were often stamped or marked with 
decals or stencils. 

Reel collectors, like fishermen, 
know the differences in the type and 
quality of reels. Most popular today 
are bait-casting, fly-casting or early 
spinning reeis.

Clean Teeth Make

«brush my cat’s teeth regular- 
ly. [have never heard of this. Should 
I foilow his advice? 


FUP ing vet is absolutely right. 
« Pets —- dogs and cats especially 
— benefit from clean teeth, just as 
humans do. So brushing once per 
week, good food, and toys and treats 
that help keep teeth clean are a!! rec- 
ommended. 

Brushing a cat’s tceth can be even 
less fun than brushing a dog's. Natu- 
rally, cats don't respond well to being 
held in place, poked and prodded. So, 
here are a few tips to make brushing 
time a little easier: 

* Purchase a toothbrush and tooth- 
paste especially made for cats. These 
are available at most pet stores, or at 
your vet's office 

* Secure your cat by placing a towel 
on your lap and holding him or her 
gently. Enlist the help of a friend if 
needed. Let your cat have some move 
ment, so that it can struggle a little, but 
not so much that it can escape. And be 
careful not to hurt your pet — if it 
makes a big fuss, let your cat go. The 
next time you place it in your lap, give 
it a treat before starting the brushing 
process 

* Geatly massage the cat's gums 
with your forefinger. Do this for the 
first couple of weeks, unti! your cat is 
comfortable with the process 

* Replace your finger with the tooth 
brush. Place a bit of cat-specific tooth 
paste on the brush (or rub it on your 
cat's teeth), then brush gently, rotating 
in small circles. Hold the brush at a 
45-degree angle 

¢ Use vertical strokes to pull plaque 
from between the teeth 

* Always brush in the same pattern

Eric McCartney, county executive director of Preston 
County’s Farm Service Agency, announces that nominat

"We're looking for the broadest possible participation 
from anyone within the farming community," McCartney 
said. "There’s a lot of skill and experience out there that 
we haven't tapped into in the past and that we reaily 
could use." 

The county FSA committee is the most direct link be- 
tween USDA-FSA programs and the local producers. The 
county committee system helps shape nationwide pro- 
grams into programs that work at the local level by mak- 
ing decisions on things like commodity loans and joan de- 
ficiency payments, disaster-related programs, and conser- 
vation programs, according to McCartney. 

"To make the system work, it must represent all of the 
different parts of local agriculture," McCartney said. "This 
includes the livestock farmer, producers of specialty crops, 
truck farmers, new farmers — all people with unique and 
valuable insights and perspectives to the business. We 
need their expertise." 

Eligible producers may nominate themselves or other 
eligible producers in the LAA as a candidate. Producers 
who are nominated must be active farmers and be well 
qualified to serve on the committee. 

An eligible producer is defined as a producer residing 
in or having farming interests in the LAA in which the 
election is to be held and he or she is eligible to vote. 

Duties of the committee include: (1) administering 
USDA-FSA farm programs; @) informing producers of 
the purposes and provisions of the programs; (3) keeping 
the state FSA committee informed of local conditions; (4) 
recommendine necessary changes in farm programs; (5) 
participating in committee meetings; and (6) performing 
other duties as assigned by the state FSA committee. 

Again, nomination forms must be returned to the Farm 


Service Ageiicy encourages participation ia 
this year’s election by ali under-represented groups in the 
county.

EMERGENCY FARM LOANS AVAILABLE 

John B. Rader, West Virginia state executive director 
for the Farm Service Agency, has announced the eligibility 
of 32 West Virginia counties for USDA-FSA emergency 
loans. 

"President Bush has designated 20 counties [as] disaster 
areas because of damages caused by severe storms, flood- 
ing, and landslides beginning May 15, 200i," stated Rader. 
"This designation enables FSA to provide financial assis- 
tance to those farm families who suffered severe losses as 
a result of the storms,” he added. 

"Public Law 98-258 provides for counties that are con- 
tiguous to another county that has been designaied as a 
disasier area to also be eligible for emergency loans," 
stated Rader. Twelve counties are contiguous to one or 
more of those designated and are therefore eligible for as- 
sistance," Rader explained.

OTHER LOANS AVAILABLE

fective this crop year, to be eligible for LDPs, farms must 
be enrolled in a Production Flexibility Contract under the 


seven-year AMTA Program. A 2001 Crop Acreage Report | 


(FSA-578) must also be on file with FSA for the farm. 
Late-filed crop reports may be filed with FSA for a nomi- 
nal fee. 

LDPs may be obtained on all production of contract 


commodities (corn, oats, wheat, and barley) whether they : 


are harvested as grain, silage, cobbage, cracked, rolled, or 
crimped. Producers harvesting contract commodities as 
grain are encouraged to request an FSA measurement 
service. For producers who are harvesting contract com- 


modities by methods other than grain, the County FSA ; 


Committee will select three similar farms that harvested 
the commodity as grain to establish the yield. For produc- 
ers who harvested the commodity as grain and silage, FSA 
will measure the grain production and use that yield to 
determine the silage production. 

Producers who sell their contract commodities from the 
field must file Form CCC-709 with FSA on or before the 
beginning harvest date. Producers who begin fee their 
commodities immediately must file Form CCC-709 with 
FSA prior to feeding the commodities. 

Market rates used in computing LDP payment rates are 
subject to change daily and are normally available by 8:30 
a.m. The maximum payment per "person" for 1 is 
$75,000. 

Commodity Loans are also available for 2001-grain con- 
tract commodities. To be eligibie for a loan, the farm 
must be enrolled in AMTA, have produced a 2001 con- 
tract commodity, and not previously received an LDP on 
the commodity. ‘The producer must have filed a 2001 Crop 
Acreage Report, have beneficial interest in the commodi- 
ty, and be following the conservation compliance provi- 
sions of the Farm Bill.

Alternatives to fencing cattle out of streams 

Every so often we here rumors that our state govern- 
ment is considering a law requiring streams to be fenced 
off from farm animals. No doubt there are some people 
who get very upset or disturbed when they hear that cattle 
should be fenced out of streams and ponds. But on the 
other hand it is the farmer’s responsibility to minimize the 
pollutants that enter the stream from the farm operation. 
The best way to stop the "eyes" of government looking 
over the farmer’s shoulder is to have good management 
practices in place around streams that flow through the 
farmland. 

Are there other alternatives to fencing cattle out of 
streams? Some of these could include rotational grazing, 
grassy strips or woody buffers, or alternate water supplies. 
Wisconsin studies showed that rotational grazing was 
nearly as good as grassy buffer strips with regard to bank 
stability and in-stream habitat, and there'was less bank

An eggplant is ready to harvest when the fruit is fully 
colored and has achieved the mature size for the variety. 
Seed should be white, and the tissue firm. If the seeds are 
brown and hard, the fruit is past eating quality, so harvest 
the next fruit sooner. 

The heat of summer makes radishes turn very hot and 
pithy. Try the European radish. It remains sweet and 
solid, not pithy. Tops are very tall, averaging 12 inches in 
length. 

Stop vine crops from taking over your garden and lawn 
by pinching off the fuzzy growing tips. This also directs 
the plant’s energy into ripening fruit rather than produc- 
ing more vines. 

Seeds from mature or overmature peppers have higher 
viability and faster germination than do seeds from unripe 
peppers. While it is possible to obiain viable seed from 
peppers harvested while green by allowing them to ripen 
(several weeks to two months) before removing seeds, it 
is preferable to collect ripe or overripe peppers when 
harvesting for seed. 

According to researchers at Purdue University, most 
mature “orange” tomatoes contain more carotene, a 
pigment that is converted to vitamin A in the liver, than 
their red counterparts. But the public hasu’t caught on yet. 
In tomato juice taste tests, most people preferred the red 
product over the orange-red, high carotene blend, though 
the flavors tested to be identical. 

Before storing root crops like carrots and beets, cut off 
the green tops. The leaves transpire, pulling moisture out 
of the roots, thus drying them out. 

If you are harvesting and must leave your produce 
outdoors for several! hours, provide some shade to keep 
the fresh foods succulent and reduce the conversion of 
sugars to starch. 

If going on vacation this month, be sure to harvest all 
your vegetables and then arrange for someone to pick 
fast-maturing crops, such as squash aud okra; otherwise, 
they will become overmature and stop producing. 

Pinch off onion flower buds from the top of the plant 
to direct all of the plant’s energy into the developing bulb 
instead of seed production. 

Harvest winter squash and pumpkins by cutting with 2 
or 3 inches of stem; they'll keep better in storage thal way 

whan if stemless. . 

When cantaloupes reach softball size, place them on an 
inverted coffee can to increase the air circulation and 
suulighi they receive. Puncture drainage holes on the can 
top to prevent fruit rot. 

An old-time trick for germinating seeds in mid-summer 
is to plant the seeds, water them well, and then place a 
board over the row until the sprouts just reach the soil 
surface. At that time, remove the board. Works good for 
turnips. 

Plant a wister cover crop to enrich your garden soil. 
Annual rye, red clover, and hairy vetch are good choices. 

Pick summer squash and zucchini every day or two to 
keep the plants producing. 

Remove old plants that have stopped producing to 
eliminate shelters for insects and disease organisms. 

Potatoes continue to grow as long as the tops are 
green. Dig only as many as you need for immediate use. 
The tubers will keep better in the ground than in a warm, 
dry home. 

Here is a quick-and-easy method for reducing your slug 
population, especially if you are squeamish about the little 
devils: Put out squares of cardboard in your garden each 
night. In the morning, pick them up, and if there are any 
slugs clinging to the underside, discard the whole square 
in a trash bag. The number and size of the squares 
depend on the size of your garden and how heavy the

Al Voudrie, president of 
Voudrie Business Develop- 
ment Inc., along with Dale 
Monceaux, senior vice pres- 
ident of Katzen Interna- 
tional Inc., gave “very posi- 
tive" findings for the proba- 
bility of constructing an eth- 
anol plant in Maryland. 
Their couclusions are based 
on a 15-million-gallon-per- 
year ethanol plant, which 
would run on barley and 
other small grains, including 
wheat. The approximate 
cost for constructing a plant 
of this size would be $30 
million. 

"The question we have 
been asked is... Why barley?" 
stated Robert Hutchison, a 
Talbot County grain and 
vegetable farmer and a 
member of the committee 
which is spearheading this 
study. "Quite simply, barley 
is a crop more farmers 
would like to grow if the 
ptice were more favorable, 
especially as it also serves 
as a great cover crop. Most 
people are familiar with 
ethanol plants running on 
corn, but here in Maryland, 
we have an established mar- 
kei for aii the comm we can 
grow." 

Maryland is known as a 
corn deficit state. This is 
due to the fact that all the 
corn grown is used primari- 
ly for the poultry industry. 
There is no excess requiring 
export. 

Currently, Maryland pro- 
duces approximately 4 mil- 
lion bushels of barley. A 
plant of this size would re- 
quire 7 million buskels to 
produce 15 million gallons 
of ethanol. Members of the 
MGPUB are quite certain 
Maryland farmers would 
produce more barley if the 
market dictated such. If the 
farmers decided not 0 ex- 
pand the amount of barley 
grown, they could substitute 
wheat or triticale, or the 
additional needed bushels 
of barley could be pur- 
chased from neighboring 
farmers in Delaware and 
Pennsylvania. 

The ethanol produced 
from this plant would have 
several market outlets, in- 
cluding its use as an addi- 
tive in reformulated gaso- 
line. Under the guidelines 
of the Clean Air Act of 
1990, fuel sold in certain 
polluted areas must be oxy- 
genated to improve the 
emissions that affect air 
quality. One of the polluted 
areas is the Baltimore- 
Washingion corridor. The

Ethanol is a renewable 
resource made from any 
starch-based product.

Hutchison finished by 
stating: "I think the board is 
very encouraged by the re- 
sults at this point. This eth- 
anol plant could prove to 
be a real opportunity for 
Maryiand farmers, as well 
as others in the state. We 
are anxiously awaiting the 
next phase report!" 


Weather Varies 


Throughout State 


Precipitation was scat- 
tered last week, leaving 
northern areas of the state 
with arid conditions while 
showers in parts of the 
Eastern Shore helped crops 
improve. As a result, Mary- 
land farmers had an aver- 
age of 6.3 days suitable for 
field work during the week. 
Although the dry weather is 
ideal for activities such as 
cutting hay, the areas that 
received little to no rain are 
reporting stress to crops 
and slowed growth in hay 
and pasture grasses due to 
the lack of moisture. 

Row crop conditions de- 
clined somewhat since the 
previous week. Fifty percent 
of the corn crop is rated in 
good condition, 17% less 
than the previous week. 
The heat is a concern for 
late planted soybeans, al- 
though conditions will be 
restored if rain is received 
soon. Soybeans are 60% in 
good condition, 15% less 
than the previous week. 

Soil moisture levels were 
reported to have declined 
significantly in dry areas, 
but were maintained where 
showers hit. Consequentiy 
topsoil and subsoil moisture 
levels for the state remain 
mostly adequate. Topsoil 
moisture is rated 2% sur- 
plus, 64% adequate, 18% 
short, and 16% very short.
